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FOREWORD 


The American Surgical Association was founded in 1880 and held its first 
meeting that year. Since that time it has met each year except in 1945, when war- 
time restrictions precluded all such assemblies. From its inception the Association 
has published its TRANSACTIONS and its MINUTES separately. The Transac- 
tions contain the scientific papers, the presidential addresses, and, in later years, 
the obituaries of deceased members. They have been issued each year as bound 
volumes, and may be found in most medical libraries. Original copies of the Min- 
utes, however, are rarely found in medical libraries. Until 1969 the Minutes were 
published as unbound pamphlets which were distributed only to members, and 
never to libraries. Only one complete set of the original Minutes is known to exist, 
this set being in the possession of the Association. It is bound in three volumes, 
each of a different size. A complete copy on microfilm is preserved in the Nation- 
al Medical Library. Since 1969 the Minutes have been published in an annual 
bound volume along with the presidential address, the memoirs, and other data. 
This should insure the preservation of the Minutes for 1969 and for subsequent 
years. 

The individual principally responsible for founding the American Surgical As- 
sociation was Dr. Samuel David Gross of Philadelphia. At that time he was Pro- 
fessor of Surgery at the Jefferson Medical College. During the meeting of the 
American Medical Association in Atlanta in May, 1879, Dr. Gross proposed the 
formation of a surgical society to Professors Moses Gunn, William T. Briggs, and 
William W. Dawson. They received the suggestion with enthusiasm. On the next 
day, following the adjournment of the Surgical Section of the American Medical 
Association, the plan was presented to members of the section. The next confer- 
ence was held the following year in New York at the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons on May 31, 1880, again during the meeting of the American Medical 
Association. A draft of the Constitution and By-Laws was presented by Dr. Gross. 
This document was then signed by 44 men who thereby became Fellows of the as- 
sociation. The name “The American Surgical Society” was officially adopted, but 
was destined to be changed before the first Minutes and Transactions of the asso- 
ciation were published. 

On the following day, June 1, 1880, the group convened at 10 A.M. in what is 
considered to be the first official meeting of the society. Dr. Samuel D. Gross was 
elected to be the first President of the Association and Dr. J. R. Weist became its 
first Secretary. The next meeting, devoted to organizational matters only, was 
held in Richmond, Virginia, on May 5, 1881. The first scientific session was held 
at Coney Island, New York, on September 13, 14 and 15, 1881. 

The first edition of the Minutes was compiled by the Secretary, Dr. J. R. Weist, 
and covered the years 1880-1884. This contains a copy of the original Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws (pages 20-24) and a brief history of the founding of the Associa- 
tion (pages 25-28). The title page of the Minutes was decorated with the original 
seal of the organization, in which the bust of Dr. Gross is lacking. The first volume 


of Transactions, containing the scientific papers, covered the years 1881-1883, 
while the second volume was devoted to the meeting of 1884. The original seal 
appears on each of these volumes, stamped in gold on the front of the cover and 
imprinted without color on the back. 

Dr. Gross died in 1884, only three days after that year’s meeting. Volume III of 
the Transactions, published in 1885, is stamped with a new seal depicting in its 
central portion the bust of Samuel David Gross. For reasons not known, the seal 
is omitted on the Minutes for 1885. However, the new seal was reproduced on the 
title page of the Minutes for 1886, and has continued to appear on every edition 
since that time. On the present three-volume edition of the Minutes, the original 
seal is stamped on the front of each volume, while the revised contemporary seal 
is stamped on the back. 


Originally the page size of the Minutes and of the Transactions was approxi- 
mately nine by six inches. In 1928 the page size of the Transactions was increased 
to ten by seven inches, but the Minutes continued to be published in the smaller 
size until 1942. From 1880 until 1941 the pages of the Minutes were numbered 
consecutively, so that the pagination of a given year continued where the page 
numbers of the preceding year terminated. Through 1941 the Minutes comprise 
1427 pages. Beginning in 1942 the consecutive pagination was terminated and 
each new annual edition begins with page one. In this same year the size of the 
Minutes was increased to ten by seven inches, the same dimensions as the Trans- 
actions. It was in this year that J. B. Lippincott and Company of Philadelphia first 
became the publisher for the Transactions and Minutes. In 1945, since there was 
no meeting, no Minutes were published. However, those Fellows who had pre- 
pared manuscripts to deliver in the event that a meeting could be held were al- 
lowed to submit them for publication, so that a volume of “Transactions” did ap- 
pear for that year. 


On May 2, 1969, during the eighty-ninth meeting of the Association, the Fel- 
lows voted to discontinue separate publication of the Minutes in pamphlet form 
and of the customary bound volume of Transactions. Thereafter a smaller bound 
volume entitled “Transactions” would be published each year and would contain 
the minutes, the lists of Fellows and deceased Fellows, officers and previous offi- 
cers, former meeting places, the presidential address, the titles and authors of pa- 
pers presented for the current year, and the memoirs. The scientific papers would 
be omitted, since they were being published in Annals of Surgery. However, a pro- 
vision was made that members would be offered an opportunity each year to pur- 
chase a bound volume containing reprints of the scientific papers precisely as 
they appeared in Annals of Surgery, but not containing any organizational mate- 
rial whatsoever. This arrangement continues in effect to the present time. 

In 1969, immediately following the presidential term of Dr. Owen H. Wan- 
gensteen and during the presidency of Dr. William A. Altemeier, the Council of 
the Association began an inquiry into the feasibility of publication and distribu- 
tion of its Minutes. Collectively the Minutes comprise an important historical 
document which spans the era in which surgery in North America developed, 
flourished, and achieved global pre-eminence. Since only a single set of the origi- 
nal minutes was known to exist, the Council of the Association decided that an at- 
tempt should be made to reproduce sufficient copies to insure their preservation 
and their general availability as a reference work. In 1971, at the direction of the 
Council, a serious effort was begun to develop a means whereby reproduction, 


sale, and distribution of the Minutes could be accomplished. This occurred dur- 
ing the presidential term of Dr. William D. Holden. Drs. Wangensteen, Altemeier 
and Holden, working in conjunction with the Secretary of the Association, Dr. G. 
Tom Shires, have been the officers under whose jurisdiction and encouragement 
this work has been undertaken. 

After some investigation it was decided that the Taylor Publishing Company of 
Dallas was the company best qualified to undertake reproduction of this sort. 
After price estimates had been obtained, letters of solicitation were sent to all Fel- 
lows and Honorary Fellows of the Association, all medical school Departments of 
Surgery and all institutional medical libraries in the United States and Canada, 
and to a few foreign libraries. It was proposed to publish the Minutes for the years 
1880-1968 as a three volume set in a numbered limited edition. Sets of the Min- 
utes were offered to pre-publication subscribers at cost. In the meantime, an at- 
tempt was made to obtain old copies of the Minutes from Fellows of the Associa- 
tion. This was a rewarding experience, since we were able thereby to obtain un- 
bound unmarked copies of the Minutes for all years from 1921 through 1968. The 
one set of original Minutes which was already in the possession of the Association 
had previously been bound into three volumes. The unbound pamphlets ob- 
tained from the Fellows not only provided cleaner copy for reproduction, but also 
obviated the necessity for taking apart two of the three bound volumes of original 
minutes. 

Approximately 300 pre-publication subscriptions were obtained. This re- 
sponse was sufficient to make it possible for the Association to proceed with 
publication of the Minutes. This undertaking would not have been possible 
without the support of the Fellows of the Association and the medical libraries 
of the United States and Canada. A list of the original subscribers with their ad- 
dresses is included in this volume. 

The Minutes of the American Surgical Association for the years 1880-1968 
have been issued in a limited edition of 400 serially numbered sets of three vol- 
umes each. Reprinting and binding have been accomplished at Dallas, Texas, by 
Taylor Publishing Company, a division of Insilco Corporation. Many individuals 
have contributed to the preparation of these volumes. The particular thanks of 
the Association and of the Editor are hereby extended to Mr. J. W. Taylor, Chair- 
man of the Board of Taylor Publishing Company, and to Mrs. Helen Lance, Ac- 
count Executive for that company, to Mr. George F. Stickley of Lippincott Com- 
pany and to that company, and especially to Mrs. Ila J. Fite, Administrative As- 
sistant to Dr. G. Tom Shires for the American Surgical Association. This project 
was begun, developed, and brought to its conclusion during Dr. Shires’ term as 
Secretary of the American Surgical Association. As Secretary and as Co-Editor, 
Dr. Shires has participated actively and effectively in all phases of this project.

The society shall be known as the AMERICAN SURGICAL ASSO- 
CIATION.

The objects of the Association shall be the .cultivation and 
improvement of the art and science of surgery, and the promotion 
of the interests not only of its Fellows, but of the medical pro- 
fession at large. 


Tit: 


The officers of the Association shall consist of a President, two 
Vice- Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, a Recorder, and a 
Council of seven, including the President, the Secretary, and the 
Treasurer, who shall be ex-oficio members of it. 


TN. 


The Fellows of the Association shall be known as Fellows and 
honorary Fellows, the former of whom shall not exceed one hundred, 
and the latter twenty-five, ten American and fifteen foreign. 


V. 


The officers shall be elected on the last day of each annual 
session, but shall not enter upon the discharge of their respective 
duties until the next annual session. ‘The election shall be by 
ballot, a majority vote of the Fellows present being necessary in 
every instance to a choice. 


CONSTITUTION. ra | 


VI. 


All propositions for fellowship shall be made in writing to the 
Council, signed by three Fellows, who shall vouch for the character 
and standing of the candidate. No one shall be eligible for a 
Fellowship unless he is a graduate of a respectable medical college, 
is at least thirty years of age, and has earned a reputation as a 
practitioner, author, teacher, or original observer, and has been 
recommended by the Council. Elections for Fellowship shall be by 
ballot. If not more than three negative votes appear, the candidate 
shall be declared elected. 


Vil. 


All recommendations for honorary Fellowship, American or for- 
eign, shall be made through the Council, whose approval shall be 
necessary before proceeding to a ballot; in other respects the elec- 
tion shall be held in the ordinary manner. 

The honorary Fellows shall enjoy the same privileges at meetings 
of the Association as the ordinary Fellows, but shall not be required 
to pay any fees, nor shall they be competent to vote or to hold 
office. 


VIII. 


Each annual session of the Association shall be held at such time 
and place as shall be designated by a vote at the previous annual 
session. 

The session shall always continue for three days, unless otherwise 
ordered by a majority vote.

The Association shall be governed by the Code of Ethics adopted 
by the American Medical Association. 


BY-LAWS. 


PRESIDENT AND VICE-PRESIDENTS. 


The President shall preside at all the regular meetings of the 
Association, preserve order, regulate debate, sign diplomas, certifi- 
cates, and other documents, and perform all other duties legitimately 
appertaining to his office. He shall appoint at each annual session 
six Fellows to present papers at the next annual session, and assign, 
after consultation with him, a subject to each. In his absence the 
chair shall be occupied by one of the Vice-Presidents in the order of 
seniority; or if both of them are also absent, by the senior Fellow 
(by election) of the Council who may be present. 


SECRETARY. 


The Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the 
Association and of the Council, notify the Fellows of the time and 
place of meeting, sign diplomas, receive the signatures of Fellows, 
and take charge of papers. documents, and books, not otherwise 
provided for. 


TREASURER. 


The Treasurer shall take charge of all the moneys of the Asso- 
ciation, and disburse them upon the authorized order of the President. 
His account shall be rendered and audited at every annual session 
of the Association. 


RECORDER. 


The Recorder shall make notes of, and prepare a Report of the 
discussions of the papers, cases, and professional matters presented 
to the Association, for the use of the Committee on Publication. 
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COUNCIL. 


At the annual session of the Association in 1882, four Fellows 
of the Council shall be elected: one to serve one year; one to serve 
two years; one to serve three years; and one to serve four years. 
At each annual session thereafter, one member of the Council shall 
be elected to serve four years. 

A meeting of the Council shall be held during each annual ses- 
sion of the Association at as early a period as practicable, a majority 
constituting a quorum; it shall have the general supervision of the 
affairs of the Association; it shall recommend candidates for Fellow- 
ship in the Association; it shall constitute a Board of Censors for 
the trial of all alleged offences against the Constitution and By-Laws, 
or unprofessional conduct by the Fellows of the Asociation; and it 
alone shall have the power of moving their expusion; it shall also 
perform all other duties required by the Constitution and By-Laws, 
or assigned it by the Association. 


COMMITTEE ON PUBLICATION. 


The Secretary, Treasurer, and Recorder shall constitute a Com- 
mittee on Publication, and to it shall be referred all papers and re- 
ports suitable for publication by the Association. 


COMMITTEE OF ARRANGEMENTS. 


A Committee of Arrangements, consisting of three Fellows, shall 
be appointed by the President at each annual session, the Chairman 
of which shall reside in the place where the next annual session is 
to be held. This Committee shall prepare the programme of busi- 
ness for the next annual session, a copy of which shall always be 
sent to each Fellow, at least one month before the opening of the 
session. 


ASSESSMENTS. 


The initiation fee shall be ten dollars, to be paid on signing the 
Constitution. 

The annual assessment shall be ten dollars, payable on the first 
day of the session. Failure to meet this obligation before the lapse 
of one year, shall involve forfeiture of Fellowship. 
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QUORUM. 


Any number of Fellows present at the appointed time of the an- 
nual session, shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of ordinary 
business; but for the election of Fellows fifteen Fellows shall be re- 
quired to form a quorum, and for the expulsion of Fellows, or for 
altering the Constitution or By-Laws, twenty-five Fellows shall be 
required to form a quorum. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


The order of business shall be as follows at each meeting of each 
annual session :— 

1. Reading of the minutes of the previous meeting. 

2. Admission of new Fellows. 

3. Reports of committees and officers—first day. 

4. Reading of reports of cases, and exhibition of patients, speci- 
mens, diagrams, and apparatus. 

5. Reading of papers and discussion thereon. 

6. Verbal communications. 

7. Unfinished business. 

8. A meeting for the transaction of private business shall be 


held on the morning of the third day of each session, none but the 
Fellows of the Association being present. 


AMENDMENTS. 


The Constitution or By-Laws of the Association shall not be 
altered or amended except by a two-thirds vote of the required 
number of Fellows present at any annual session; due notice of the 
proposed changes having been given in writing, at the annual session 
next preceding the one at which the vote is taken. 


AMERICAN SURGICAL ASSOCIATION. 


HISTORY. 


The establishment of an association which should bear a national 
name, and embody in one harmonious whole the surgical talent, 
experience, and wisdom of this great country, had long been desired 
by Samuel D. Gross, M.D., and cherished as one of the objects of his 
ambition. No opportunity, however, of a favorable nature for carrying 
his design into effect occurred until the meeting of the American 
Medical Association at Atlanta, Ga., in May, 1879. At this meet- 
ing he disclosed his scheme to his friends, Professors Moses Gunn, 
Wm. T. Briggs, and Wm. W. Dawson, all widely known as great 
surgeons, and enlisted at once their hearty sympathy and support. 
It was agreed that on the following day, immediately after the ad- 
journment of the surgical section of the Association, he should, in a 
brief speech, lay the plans agreed upon before that body. This 
having been done, the meeting was organized by the appointment of 
the eminent and venerable L. A. Dugas, M.D., of Augusta, Profes- 
sor of Surgery in the Medical College of Georgia, as Chairman, and 
Wm. W. Dawson, M.D., of Cincinnati, Professor of Surgery in the 
Medical College of Ohio, as Secretary. Brief addresses were made 
by different gentlemen, all cordially approving of the objects of the 
meeting. It being apparent, however, that the kind of an organiza- 
tion desired could not be then effected, nothing further was done on 
that occasion. Before separating, Dr. Gross and his associates 
decided that a circular should be sent to the principal surgeons of 
the United States, setting forth their plans, and inviting co-operation 
at a conference to be held at New York during the sitting of the 
American Medical Association in June, 1880. 

After carefully considering the importance of the work in which 
they were engaged, these gentlemen sent out the following 
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“ CIRCULAR. 


“The undersigned respectfully solicit your co-operation in found- 
ing a National Surgical Society, to consist exclusively of distinguished 
surgical practitioners, writers, and teachers. It is proposed to hold 
the meeting for the organization of the society at the lecture room 
of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, Twenty-Third street 
and Fourth avenue, New York city, at 5 o’clock p. M., Monday, 
May 31, ¢mmediately after the adjournment of the Medical College 
Association. 


“ PHILADELPHIA, May 5, 1880. 


I; A. Ducas, M.D.

About fifty surgeons assembled at the time and place named in 
the Circular. The meeting was called to order by Professor S. D. 
Gross. Upoy his motion, Dr. L. A. Sayre was made Chairman. 
Dr. S. W. Gross was made Secretary. At the request of the Chair- 
man, Professor S. D. Gross stated the object of the meeting. He 
said the meeting was held for the purpose of forming a National 
Surgical Society, whereupon Dr. J. T. Hodgen moved that the 
surgeons present by invitation form a society to be known as the 
‘¢ American Surgical Society.” The motion having prevailed, Pro- 
fessor S. D. Gross presented a draft of a Constitution and By-Laws, 
and Dr. T. G. Richardson moved for their temporary adoption. 
Motion carried. 

(This Constitution and By-Laws did not differ greatly from the one 
now in force. The society was to be known as “The American 
Surgical Society.” A Corresponding Secretary was provided for, 
while the office of a Recorder was not created. The initiation fee 
was fixed at twenty-five dollars, and the annual dues at ten dollars.

WEDNESDAY, May 31, 1882. 


The Association met in the hall of the College of Physicians, at 
Philadelphia, and was called to order at 11 A. mM. by President 
Samuel D. Gross, who delivered an address, in which, after congratu- 
lating the members upon their arrival in Philadelphia, said: ‘‘ The 
meetings heretofore, with the exception of the one at Coney Island, 
were all of a strictly executive character, intended simply to perfect 
the organization of the Association.” He called attention to the 
importance of the social features of the annual reunions of the 
Association, and said the programme of the meeting indicated that 
important scientific work was to be done. He pointed out the 
necessity existing for the Association, and denied that it was intended 
to strike a blow at the American Medical Association. He claimed 
that body would be strengthened by this organization, and have new 
life infused into it. ‘‘We can hurt no society now in existence, or 
likely to come into existence. We can hurt only ourselves if we 
fail to do our duty. We hope to make the American Surgical 
Association an altar upon which we may annually lay our contribu- 
tions to surgical science, and so show to the world that we are 
earnest and zealous laborers in the interest of human progress and 
human suffering.”

Whereas, The American Surgical Association, in its annual 
session at Philadelphia, on June 2, has learned with deep regret that 
the Senate Committee on Appropriations has reduced the annual 
appropriation for the Museum and Library of the Surgeon-General’s 
Office from $10,000, as passed by the House of Representatives, to 
$5,000; therefore, 

Resolved, That the President and Secretary are hereby instructed 
to communicate to the United States Senate the opinion of this body 
that such reduction would be extremely unwise, by hampering the 
growth of the museum and library, in which the people of the whole 
civilized world are deeply interested, because through these collec- 
tions the: knowledge of the science and art of medicine and its 
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application to the relief and cure of disease and injury are being 
vastly increased and diffused for the benefit of all mankind; and 
that now to cripple this work which the Government has in its power 
to develop, by a reduction of appropriation, would be to retard the 
unfolding of resources to successfully combat disease and injury, and 
to impair the growth of an institution regarded as an enduring monu- 
ment of the philanthropic liberality of the American nation. 

Resolved, That these collections, which are unrivalled in their 
richness and usefulness, are a source of just national pride, and as 
they are a benefit beyond price to the whole people—for all men 
are subject to disease and injury —they are especially worthy of the 
fostering and liberal care of a Government of the people. 


On motion, Drs. D. W. Yandell and S. W. Gross were appointed 
a Committee to notify Congress of the action of the Association.

W. Gay, of Boston, for two years; Dr. H. F. Campbell, of Augusta, 
Ga., for three years; and Dr. Hunter McGuire, of Richmond, Va., 
for four years; place of meeting, Cincinnati, O., on May 31, 1883.

cicatricial tissue.

OF THE FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING, HELD AT WASHINGTON, 


APRIL 30, May 1, 2, and 3, 1884. 


WEDNESDAY, APRIL 30. 


The meeting was called to order in the Hall of the National 
Museum Building by the President, Dr. E. M. Moore. The Secre- 
tary, Dr. J. R. Weist, read the minutes of the last meeting, which 
were adopted as read. 

The President, EK. M. Moore, M.D., of Rochester, N. Y., then 
delivered the President’s Address. 

After a few remarks in recognition of the distinction conferred 
upon him in his election to the office of President of the Associa- 
tion, and in commendation of the noble work done in the organiza- 
tion and support of the Association by his predecessor in the office, 
attention was called to the unmistakable need of a society of this kind. 
Herodotus tells us that the early Egyptians recognized the necessity 
of dividing the profession into those treating the internal diseases 
and those treating the external—the therapeutic and the mechani- 
cal; the peripharmicon and the periorganon. The peripharmicon 
has been lost, until recently the mummy of a distinguished physician 
has been found, wrapped in a papyrus, which gives us at least a por- 
tion of the therapeutic methods of the Egyptians fifteen hundred 
years before Hippocrates. Unfortunately, he said, the subject mat- 
ter is not surgical, and we have but to hope that the periorganon 
may yet be unrolled from the remnant of one of our own special 
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craft. It is to be regretted that the religion of this writer forbade 
his publishing hisname. Although Hippocrates was thus, in all prob- 
ability, only a teacher of what had gone before, we must still revere 
his name, both because of the excellence which he must have at- 
tained and the common sense which pervades all his works. 


The speaker then referred to the manner in which surgery is 
altered by its surroundings. It has always flourished when the mind 
was liberated from unnatural restraint. It is the marvellous com- 
bination of the practical surgeon and the philosopher that marks the 
broad, rounded character of greatness. How little of wide, popular 
recognition one of our profession enjoys, he said, is peculiarly illus- 
trated in the appreciation of the great contemporaries— Pericles, 
Socrates, and Hippocrates, the metaphysicians and the physician. 
While most of the methods employed by Hippocrates have been re- 
placed and surpassed, there can be no doubt of their successful ap- 
plication in his time. Another striking point in ancient surgery is 
the importance of operations now little thought of; and in many of 
our modern methods we recognize merely another form of those 
used by the ancients. 


From this early time, the speaker passed directly to the time of 
the renaissance, an epoch which he said had been one of the most 
fruitful in all literature, the intervening time being productive of 
naught. The school of Salernum, he said, assisted in nothing but 
the retention, in a limited way, of the ideas of the past. At the 
time of the renaissance we meet Vesalius, a son and a grandson of 
physicians. Notwithstanding the great intellect of the man, how- 
ever, had not the grand current of cultivation been in full flow, we 
should not have had a Vesalius. But if Vesalius had not lived, 
Eustachius, born six years after, would have taken his place. His 
aim was broader than that of Vesalius, and he laid the foundation 
of comparative anatomy. 


From this wonderful time the great movement of medicine has 
gone on with an ever-widening stream. Next came Fallopius, then 
Fabricius and Harvey, and now vivisection is added to the means 
of investigation. ‘The days of Perkins’s tractors, Hahnemannism, 
eclecticism, etc., are reserved for a later date. The literary exalta- 
tion soon ran into absurdities. At the present day we are almost 
dazed with print, and hence there are attempts to codify knowledge; 
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hence the retrospects, manuals, and year-books, to compress for our 
understanding the fertility of invention. 


Reference was then made to the advance in more important and 
recent operations—ovariotomy, nerve-stretching, gastrotomy, etc. 
This is the golden age of inquiry. The particular movement of the 
day is toward specialties. The large c/zentele of a well-known spec- 
ialist is the assurance of wealth. ‘That excellence follows large ex- 
perience in narrow lines is obvious, but is there not reason to fear, 
the speaker asked, that a specialist who is not well informed, both 
by learning and practice, is apt to blunder? ‘This is the great dan- 
ger of the day. An Association such as this is the need of the 
present; one that represents the broad and not the narrow lines of 
surgery. The future to America is big with promise. The institu- 
tions which have fostered medical learning are worthy of all praise. 
The fabulous accumulation of wealth during the last twenty-five 
years occasionally induces its possessor to honor himself by the 
patronage of learning. We have a Johns Hopkins University, and 
we believe others will follow. The future worker in medicine will 
always reach closer and closer to the law of disease, and perhaps 
the exact statement which the chemist can make in definite propor- 
tions may at length crown the labors of the therapeutist: “All things 
are divine, but also scientifically determinable.” 


Dr. Basil Norris, Chairman of the Committee of Arrangements, 
made a brief report, showing that the necessary arrangements had 
been made, and welcomed the Association to Washington.

The Report was accepted and placed on file. 

A telegram was read from Dr. B. A. Watson, stating that he 
could not be present before Thursday. 

Dr. S. W. Gross stated that Dr. John H. Packard would not 
attend the session, and that he desired to read his paper announced 
for this meeting, at the session of 1887. Permission granted. 

Dr. Gross moved that when a member, announced on the pro- 
gramme to read a paper, is absent, the Fellows to follow shall have 
their time for reading advanced. Motion carried. 

The Committee appointed at last session, to report on ‘ Excis- 
ions,” announced through their chairman, Dr. P. S. Conner, that 
they were not ready to report. 

On motion, the Committee (Drs. P. S. Conner, John Ashhurst, 
Jr., and Basil Norris,) was continued. 
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The amendment to the Constitution, to strike out the words “one 
hundred” in Art. I[V., and insert ‘‘one hundred and fifty,” offered by 
Dr. John B. Roberts at the last session, was taken from the table. 

Dr. Gross moved the adoption of the amendment. 


After discussion by Drs. Mears, Gross, Pancoast, Tiffany, and 
Prewitt, a vote was taken, and the amendment declared not adopted. 
Dr. C. H. Mastin read the following communication: 


To the Fellows of the American Surgical Association: 


GENTLEMEN—In view of the fact that there are a number of 
Special Medical Organizations now in existence in the United States, 
each having for its aim and attainment, the advancement of the 
special department of medicine for which it was organized, and since 
the members of said special societies are of the representative men 
of the profession in America, many of whom are, at the same time, 
fellows or members of several of these special societies, which double 
membership, if I may so express it, necessitates them, if desirous of 
attending two or more of the meetings of these societies the same 
year, to make as many separate trips from home, and often with much 
loss of time to themselves and inconvenience to their patients: there- 
fore it appears necessary that some arrangement should be made 
with the different societies as to a uniform time and place of holding 
their sessions, so that those members who wish to attend the meetings 
of more than one association may be enabled to do so without use- 
less expenditure of money, or unnecessary loss of time. 

An extended correspondence, together with personal conference 
with many of the most prominent of the fellows of this and other 
associations has disclosed the fact that there is a decided and grow- 
ing inclination on their part to unite the various societies into a com- 
mon whole, whereby it would become an organization representa- 
tive of the various special departments of the profession in America. 

The plan proposed, which I now offer for consideration, and I 
hope approval, of the Fellows of the Surgical Association, is to unite 
the following named associations into a Congress based upon the 
outlines which are now to be explained:

American Opthalmological Association. 
American Otological Association. 
American Neurological Association.

These Associations to be united under the name and style of 
“THE CONGRESS OF AMERICAN PHYSICIANS AND SURGEONS.” 

The plan of organization hereby submitted, and subject to any 
alterations or amendments which this association may deem wise and 
proper, is that each society will preserve its own name, constitution, 
and by-laws; elect its own officers and Fellows; hold its own sessions 
apart from the others at the time and place of meeting; publish its 
own transactions, and do all other acts of which, by virtue of its 
constitution and by-laws, it has the inherent right to do, thus pre- 
serving its own autonomy. 

The Congress to be composed of these Special Societies when 
in convention, and its meetings to be held annually in the city of 
Washington, the most appropriate place for the assembling of a 
National Organization. The constitution and by-laws of the Congress 
to be formed by a committee composed of a like number chosen 
from each separate society. ‘The opening session of each annual 
meeting of the Congress to be devoted to such general business as 
may pertain to the interest of the associations as a whole. The 
Congress to be presided over by a President elected annually, and 
who must deliver the opening address upon the first day of the ses- 
sion. ‘The manner of choosing a President to be as follows: by 
a nominating committee composed of one fellow or member elected 
from each special association or otherwise, as may be determined 
upon by the special society itself, this committee nominating one or 
more candidates for the office of President, whose election is to be 
by ballot on the last day of the annual session, and in a convention 
of all the societies assembled. ‘The Presidents of the special socie- 
ties to become ex-officio Vice-Presidents of the Congress. _Member- 
ship in the Congress to be acquired only by virtue of fellowship in 
one or another of the special associations. Other officers of the 
Congress to be elected or appointed as may hereafter be determined 
upon by the associations in convention. 

These are the outlines of a Union, proposed for the consideration 
of the Fellows of this Association, which, if it should meet their appro- 
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val, can be submitted to the action of the societies which have herein 
been mentioned. I would suggest, in the event of a favorable 
reception by this Association, that a committee of four be appointed 
by the chair, which committee shall bring the subject before the next 
special association which meets this spring or coming summer, and 
which, in the event of a concurrence of opinion on the part of said 
society, shall act in concord with their committee appointed to 
confer with the other societies, in the order of their meetings — this 
enlarged committee to report at a convention of all the societies, 
who shall be requested to hold their next annual meetings at the 
same dates in the month of June, 1888, in the city of Washington. 

To avoid any confusion as to the time of next meeting, each 
society (this year) could adjourn to meet in June, 1887, leaving the 
date to be fixed by the enlarged committee after their work of 
conference had been finished, it then being only necessary to apprise 
the secretaries of the respective Associations, who will give notice 
to the various Fellows or members. 

These are the crude outlines of a plan for uniting the special 
societies of the country into a National organization, which I now 
submit for the action of this Association. 

The subject may be unexpected to some of you, and may not 
meet your entire approval. Still, it is the result of calm consider- 
ation, and has been approvingly endorsed by quite a number of the 
representative gentlemen of the profession, both in and out of this 
special association. 

We disclaim any intention of offering any obstacle or opposition 
to any other Association in America. We propose, simply, a plan 
of uniting into one great body, the already existing special societies, 
and we do so from the honest conviction that such a union will 
prove of inestimable benefit to them, individually and collectively. 

I trust the scheme may meet your approval, and if so, that such 
steps as your wisdom may suggest be taken to further its accom- 
plishment.

That each special Society approving this Report is invited 
to appoint one representative (with an alternate), and that the representa- 
tives so appointed shall constitute an /xecutive Committee, to serve for one 
year, with power to elect such officers for the first conjoint meeting as may 
be deemed necessary ; to prepare a programme for said meeting; to make 
all other necessary arrangements, and to prepare and submit a plan of 
organization for future meetings. 

FirtH. That all expenses connected with the conjoint session shall be 
apportioned equally by the Executive Committee among the special Socie- 
ties participating. 

Owing to the views entertained by the Committees of the Ophthalmo- 
logical and Dermatological Associations, with regard to the intervals of 
times of the meetings, they abstained from voting upon the first resolution. 

No other business being before the Convention, we adjourned, after 
instructing the Secretary to send to the various medical journals of the 
country a report of the proceedings of the meeting, a printed copy of the 
same to each member of each Association participating, and a certified 
copy to the Secretary of each Association.

In reference to the third suggestion in the address, which 
relates to the abrogation of Article IX. of the Constitution, your Committee 
is entirely in accord with the President, but that article having been espec- 
ially recommended for adoption by the lamented founder and first President 
of the Association, your Committee, in deference to his memory and ex- 
pressed wishes, favor the retention of Article IX. unchanged. 

FourtTH. The fourth recommendation needs no farther notice other 
than the declaration that the subject matter of it has already been favorably 
acted upon by the Association. 

FirtH. The Committee recommend the adoption of the suggestion of 
the President, providing that applications for membership shall lie over for 
one year. 


ADDENDUM. 


Your Committee was also instructed to report upon the amendment to 
the By-Laws offered by Dr. Mears at the last meeting (1886), which reads: 
‘Strike out of Section First all that relates to the appointment of Fellows 
to present papers to the Association, and add a new By-Law providing for 
the appointment of a Business Committee, consisting of five Fellows, who 
shall take charge of, and prepare the scientific work of the sessions.” 

In this connection, your Committee respectfully offer Clause 1 of this 
Report asa substitute for the resolution of Dr. Mears, thereby rendering 
it possible to be acted upon during the present session.

Dr. C. H. Mastin, delegate from this Association to the Com- 
mittee for the Organization of the Congress of American Physicians 
and Surgeons, made the following report: 


Mr. President and Fellows of the American Surgical Association: 


GENTLEMEN — In obedience to instructions issued to us by this Associa- 
tion, at its last meeting, held in the City of Washington, D. C., on the 
eleventh day of May, 1887, I, Claudius H. Mastin, the delegate, and J. Ford 
Thompson, the alternate to the commitee empowered with the organization 
of The Congress of American Physicians and Surgeons, have the honor to 
report : 

On the 15th day of September, 1887, after all the Special Medical and 
Surgical Associations, with the single exception of the American Gynzco- 
logical Association, had at their annual sessions during the summer, adopted 
the report of their Special Committees to the Conference Committee, which 
met in the City of Washington, D. C., on the 24th day of September, 1886, 
and had appointed their delegates with alternates to a meeting to be called 
for the purpose of organizing the Congress, I, as chairman fro tempore, issued 
a notice calling the delegates to assemble in the City of Philadelphia, at 
noon on the 5th day.of October of same year (See Notice marked A). 

Upon the day and hour appointed, we assembled in the City of Phila- 
delphia. The following named gentlemen as delegates, with some few of 
the alternates :

The meeting was called to order by Dr. Mastin, and organized by the 
election of Dr. Pepper as Chairman, with Dr. Bryson as Secretary. Thus 
organized as the Executive Committee, the following resolutions were 
introduced and adopted: 


first. The conjoint assembling of these ze Special Associations 
shall be known as THE CONGRESS OF AMERICAN PHYSICIANS AND SURGEONS. 


Second, That the Congress shal] be composed of the accredited mem- 
bers of the nine associations represented in this Committee, and of such 
other special scientific associations as may be elected by a unanimous vote 
of the Executive Committee. 

That the permanent place of meeting shall be in the City of Washing- 
ton, D. C., and its first session shall be held on the 18th, 19th, and 20th 
days of September in the year 1888, and its subsequent sessions every third 
year thereafter, unless otherwise ordered by the Congress itself. 


Third. That the sessions of the Congress shall be held in the evenings, 
and the same be devoted exclusively to scientific work, except the evening 
upon which the President’s address is delivered, after which an informal 
reception may be held. 


fourth. That each Special Association connected with the Congress 
shall preserve its own autonomy, and do all acts which it is entitled to do 
by virtue of its constitution and by-laws, holding its sessions during the 
day apart from all others. 


fifth. That the Congress shall be presided over by a President, with 
as many Vice-Presidents as there are Societies or Associations united. The 
president to be elected as hereinafter provided for; the Presidents elect of 
each of the Special Associations to be ex officio the Vice-Presidents of the 
Congress. 


The Committee now resolved itself into a Committee of the Whole to 
elect a President to preside over the first meeting of the Congress, the result 
being the unanimous selection of James Shaw Billings, U. S. Army, for 
that office. 


It was then resolved — 
1. There shall be an Executive Committee having charge of the busi- 


ness matters of the Congress, and that Committee shall be composed of one 
member appointed by each Society or Association comprised in the Congress; 
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and that the President and the Secretary of the Congress shall be ex officto 
members of this Committee. It was further resolved that the representatives 
appointed by each Society or Association shall be reported to the Congress 
at its business meeting, so that the Committee may be organized in time to 
arrange for the next regular session of the Congress. 


2. That each Special Society or Association shall be entitled to the 
President in the chronological order in which they had adopted the report 
of the Conference Committee of September 24, 1886, or in the order in 
which they may be admitted in the future —that is to say, the first Society 
or Association on the roll of membership shall have the right to nominate 
and to elect the first President from its own members; and that each subse- 
quent President shall be nominated and elected in the same manner by the 
succeeding Association or Society. 


3. Furthermore, that on the first day of the first session of the Con- 
gress, September 18, at 10 o’clock a. m., there shall be a short business 
meeting, for the purpose of opening the Congress, and such other business 
as may arise; at which time the report of the Executive Committee, anda 
draft of the proposed by-laws shall be submitted. 


4. It was then resolved that the programme of the scientific work of 
the Congress be referred, with power, to a Committee ; which Committee 
shall consist of the President of the Congress, the Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, and the Secretary of the Congress. 


The sense of the Committee was that no special arrangements should be 
made for public banquets, or other public convivial entertainments in con- 
nection with the Congress; but that distinguished guests invited by the 
Societies or Associations may be invited to take part in the scientific work of 
the Congress. | 


Dr. W. H. Carmalt, alternate from the Otological, was elected secre- 
tary; and Dr. J. B. St. John Roosa, alternate from the Opthalmological, 
was elected treasurer. The Chairman and Secretary being instructed to 
engross the minutes, the Committee adjourned to meet subject to the call of 
the Chairman. 


Subsequent to our adjournment, but defore the programme and arrange- 
ments for the meeting of the Congress had been completed and published, 
two new associations, viz: The American Physiologists and the American 
Orthopedic Association, which were at that time being organized for the 
purpose of affiliation with the Congress, completed their organization, 
elected their officers, and made application for membership. Their consti- 
tution, by-laws, and roll of members having been duly and carefully exam- 
ined by the Executive Committee, it was decided to admit them to member- 
ship, thus increasing our roll of associations to eleven in number. After 
this we considered the Congress fully organized, and we then issued the 
‘‘Preliminary Programme” (a copy of which, marked B, is herewith sub- 
mitted), which closed the arrangements for the session of 1888. 
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On we received an application from a newly organized special 
association, The American Association of Obstetricians and Gynecol- 
ogists, asking admission. The organization of the Congress being complete, 
we decided that it was best not to open our roll to the admission of any 
new applicants, but to refer the subject of future admissions to the asso- 
ciated societies for them to instruct their representatives to the Executive 
Committee as to how they should act in the premises. Since said applica- 
tion still remains before the Committee, awaiting the decision of the con- 
joint associations, I most respectfully ask for instructions as to how I shall 
cast the vote of the Surgical Association when the subject of their admission 
comes up for action before the Committee. 

With the exception of some minor details, of no importance, this com- 
pletes the report of your representative and alternate, and we now most 
respectfully submit the same with the hope that it will meet your approval.

‘‘Amend Constitution, Section III., by changing the words ‘a Council 
of seven,’ to read ‘a Council of twelve.’” 

‘‘Amend Constitution, Section VI., last sentence, by striking out and 
substituting: ‘If not more than one-fifth of the votes cast be negative votes, 
the candidate shall be declared elected.’” 

“Amend By-Laws, paragraph 5, by striking out, and inserting: ‘At 
the annual session of 1888, there shall be elected six members of the Coun- 
cil, one of whom shall serve for one year, one shall serve for two years, two 
shall serve for three years, and two for four years; and at each session 
thereafter, there shall be elected a sufficient number of members to fill the 


vacancies caused by expiration of terms of service.’”’

Fellows presenting papers to the Association may publish the 
same under the caption, ‘‘ Read Before the American Surgical Asso- 
ciation,” 1m any manner they may select, in advance of their appear- 
ance in the Transactions. 


All papers read before the Association shall be presented in 
complete form, and be delivered immediately after their reading to 
the Recorder. 


The return of papers or proof to the Recorder is limited to 
thirty days. In case of greater delay, the Publication Committee 
may proceed with the publication. 


Papers announced on the programme shall be read by title only 
when their authors are not present. 
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When a Fellow, announced on the programme to read a paper, 
is absent, the Fellows to follow shall have their time for reading 
advanced. 


The Publishing Committee may print abstracts only, of papers 
more than thirty minutes in length. 


Non-attendance at the meetings of the Association for three 
consecutive years, with failure to present a paper during the same 
period, will forfeit membership, unless the Fellow be excused by 
the Association.

Drar Doctor—I beg to call your attention to the following extracts 
from the Minutes of the Executive Committee of the Second Congress of 
American Physicians and Surgeons, which are furnished by direction of 
the Committee for your information as Secretary of the above named 
organization : 
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The officers of the Congress are as follows: Dr. S. Weir Mitchell, of 
Philadelphia, President; Dr. W. H. Carmalt, of New Haven, Secretary ; 
Dr. J. S. Billings, of Washington, Treasurer; Dr. William Pepper, of 
Philadelphia, Chairman of the Executive Committee; and Dr. S.C. Busey, 
of Washington, Chairman of the Committee of Arrangements. 

The Congress will be held in Washington, D. C., on Tuesday, Sept. 22d, 
Wednesday, Sept. 28d, Thursday, Sept. 24th, and Friday, Sept. 25th, 1891. 

The mornings of these days will be devoted to the special work of the 
various participating Associations and Societies, and the sessions of the 
Congress will occur from 8 to 6 o’clock in the afternoon of each of the 
above days. 

The Presidential Address will occur on the Wednesday evening of the 
Congress. 

A registration fee of $5.00 to each person will be charged — to be 
collected by the officers of the Congress. 

Four subjects were selected for presentation to, and discussion before, 
the Congress, the exact phraseology of the title to be decided by the officers 
of the Congress and the Chairman of the Executive Committee :

1. ‘‘That foreigners of distinction shall be formally invited to attend 
the Congress, through the President of the Congress and the Chairman of 
the Executive Committee; and the various Societies participating in the 
Congress shall be requested to furnish these officers with a list of those 
whom each Society wishes to invite.” 

2. ‘‘That participating Societies shall be privileged to accredit visitors 
to the Congress, who shall pay the registration fee, but shall not be privi- 
leged to participate in the deliberations of the Congress.”

P. S. Conner, it was ordered that a special assessment of five 
dollars be made upon each member. 


Dr. J. R. Weist, president of the Gross Monument Fund 
Committee, read the following report : 


To the Fellows of the American Surgical Association: 


GENTLEMEN — Your Committee, entrusted with soliciting and collecting 
subscriptions for the purpose of erecting a monument to the memory of our 
illustrious founder, the late Prof. Samuel David Gross, have the honor to 
report : 

At the annual meeting, held in the city of Washington, D. C , in the 
month of September, 1891, a resolution was adopted authorizing the Presi- 
dent to appoint a committee, and to instruct it to confer with the friends 
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and admirers of the late Prof. S. D. Gross, and also with the profession at 
/arge, for the initiation of a movement on the part of this Association hav- 
ing for its opject the erection of a monument to Dr. Gross in the city of 
Washington, D. C. 

The committee was duly appointed, with Dr J. R. Weist as chairman, 
and Dr. C. H. Mastin as secretary, and began it labors. 

The first information necessary to be obtained was the probable cost of 
a monument appropriate for the purpose and worthy of the profession To 
secure this information an extensive correspondence was opened with some 
of the most distinguished artists, sculptors and painters of America. We 
found a liberality of spirit and an interest displayed which justified the 
belief that the work could be as well and cheaply done in this country as 
abroad ; and in addition, we found in the person of Mr. Eakins, of Phila- 
delphia, an artist of great renown, who had been personally acquainted with 
Dr. Gross, being the painter who produced the great painting of the distin- 
guished surgeon which was on exhibition at the Centennial Exposition of 
1876. This gentleman has still in his keeping all the drawings, measure- 
ments and models from which he executed that painting, and he now gener- 
ously offers to place them at our disposal and then to superintend the 
modeling, casting and erection of the monument, and that too without one 
dollar of remuneration for his services 

After diligent and painstaking investigation, by correspondence and 
personal interviews, we found that a bronze statue, the figure of heroic size, 
upon a granite pedestal proportioned to the size of the figure, could be 
made, erected and delivered to the committee for the sum of $12,000 — all 
work to be done in most artistic style and finish, out of best bronze and 
granite. The next step was to prepare a circular letter which would set 
forth the aim and object of the Association, through its committee, and give 
it wide circulation; this we have done. See Exhibit marked No. 1. 

In addition, we sent out another circular, selecting prominent gentlemen 
in various States of the Union, who were requested to act as chairmen of 
local committees, with authority to appoint such committees without reference 
to any medical organization, but to be taken from the profession at large, as 
per our instructions. See Exhibit marked No. 2. These gentlemen were 
supplied with blanks, which they would fill up with the names of their 
appointees, constituting sub-committees, with authority to solicit and collect 
funds for the monument, and when collected, to remit the same to Dr. John 
B Roberts, the Treasurer of the Association, who will, from time to time, 
acknowledge the same through the columns of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. The circular letter which empowered the chairman 
of local committees to appoint sub-committees is attached, marked Exhibit 
No. 3 

At the session of 1892, held in the city of Boston, the Association 
relegated the entire management of the matter to this committee, and Dr. J. 
B Roberts, who, as Treasurer of the Association, had been the treasurer 
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for the committee, turned over to the chairman the funds then in his hands; 
and since that date our chairman, Dr. Weist, has acted as custodian of the 
funds, a statement of which, marked No. g, we attach to this report. The 
expenses of the committee to this date have not been of any special amount, 
as will be seen upon examination of Exhibit marked No. 5, hereto attached. 
They are simply bills with receipts for printing and express charges on 
circulars, etc. 

The amount of postage and stationery paid for by your Secretary of the 
committee has been no small item, but since it has not been his purpose to 
make any charge for the same, it is not included in expense account, and no 
mention will be made of it. 

The amount of clerical and other work done by your committee has 
been executed mainly by its chairman and secretary ; and whilst we have 
no intention of reflecting upon our associates of the committee, we are sorry 
to be compelled to say we have had very little aid or encouragement in our 
labors. It has, however, been with a degree of pleasure on our parts, that 
we have pushed on the work until we now feel assured that success will 
crown our efforts, and hope and believe that the Fellows of the Association 
will, ere a great while, see the monument an established fact. 

To sum up the amount of available subscriptions and the cash already 
paid in, of which Lxhibit marked No. 4 will explain, we have —

The $3,500 is from certain friends of Dr. Gross who have authorized 
us to draw on them, a¢ sight, for ‘‘about this amount,’’ so soon as the 
amount required to erect the monument has reached the sum, mznus the 
$3,500, which sum will then be promptly paid. For reasons which are 
pertinent to themselves, these subscribers decline to have their names made 
public until such time as the amount necessary to complete the monument, 
minus the $3,5(0, has been subscribed. It is entirely in deference to their 
wishes that we now withhold their names from the report. 

With the amount now secured, we are safe in estimating as follows:

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Somewhere about one year ago a proposition was made us, by the 
Medical Alumni of the Jefferson Medical College, Philadelphia, to unite 
with us and assist in raising the funds necessary to complete the monument. 
We accepted their offer, and are under the impression that they have col- 
lected quite a sum for the purpose, but of what amount we have no report 
from them. As we understood the proposition, we thought it was in refer- 
ence to assisting us in the completion of a monument zx the city of Washing- 
ton, D.C. Since that time a meeting of the Jefferson Med. Alumni have sent 
us ‘‘A Resolution,” which we attach in envelope marked Wo. 6. This reso- 
lution explains their intention, and since we have no authority to treat with 
any committee or association having for its object a change of the location 
of the monument, we respectfully refer the resolution to the Association for 
its advisement and action. Without offering any suggestions, we feel con- 
strained to believe that with the active and united codperation of our com- 
mittee, aided by the influence, reputation and national standing of the 
Fellows of this Association, that so renowned a body of gentlemen as is the 
American Surgical Association will not be willing to permit a movement, 
such as they have inaugurated, to fail on account of the small sum of $7,410. 
To fail in the enterprise, or permit ourselves to grow lukewarm in our 
efforts after having collected near one-half of the estimated cost, will be to 
acknowledge our weakness or our indifference and subject the Association 
to an unenviable criticism.

J. R. Werst, M.D., Secretary American Surgical Association: 


Dear Doctor—lI beg to call your attention to the following extracts 
from the Minutes of a meeting of the Executive Committee, held at the 
residence of the President, Dr. Loomis, on March 17th, 1893: 


‘It was moved by Dr. Loomis and seconded by Dr. Taylor, in place of 
the arrangement of former Congresses, that three afternoons and one even- 
ing of the Third Congress be given, in sessions of one and one-half hours 
each, to seven of the fourteen participating organizations; and that each 
Society selected to perform this duty prepare its own programme for the 
period assigned it by the Committee and select its own speakers. Carried.” 
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The selection of the Societies, under this resolution, to prepare pro- 
grammes for the Third Congress, was made alphabeti¢ally, as follows: (1) 
Anatomists: (2) Climatologists; (8) Dermatologists; (4) Genito-Urinary ; 
(5) Gynecologists ; (6) Laryngologists; (7) Neurologists. 


The Ophthalmologists, Orthopzedists, Otologists, Pediatrics, Physicians, 
Physiologists and Surgeons, under this rule will prepare programmes for the 
Fourth Congress. 


‘‘It was then moved and seconded that each Society be held responsible 
for the period allotted to it by the Committee, and that each Society be em- 
powered to invite members of other participating organizations to take part 
in its proceedings. Carried.” 


‘‘It was then moved that the Secretary of the Committee notify each 
participating organization of the action of the Committee, and that he call 
the especial attention of the seven Societies selected to prepare programmes for 
the coming Congress to their duties under the foregoing resolutions. Seconded 
and carried.”’ 


‘‘Tt was then moved that the Secretary of each Association selected 
to prepare programmes for the coming Congress, report tmmedtately after the 
next meeting of thetr respective Societies the subject selected and the speakers, 
to the Secretiry of the Congress (Dr. Wm. H. Carmalt, New Haven, Conn.), 
in order to facilitate the preparation of the official programme of the Congress. 
Seconded and carried.” 


It was further resolved that the allotment of the seven selected Socie- 
ties to the seven periods of time be referred with power to a Committee 
composed of the President and Secretary of the Congress and the Chairman 
and Secretary of the Executive Committee. These offices were also made 
a Standing Committee to arrange the details of the Congress. 


It was decided to hold the Congress in Washington, D.C, on the last 
Tuesday in May, 1894, and the three succeeding days.

Dr. Weist read the report of the Committee on the Gross Monu- 
ment. The report was as follows:

The Committee on the Gross Monument Fund beg leave to present the follow- 
ing report: 

Soon after the movement was started in the Association, the Alumni Associa- 
tion of the Jefferson Medical College, feeling that it was eminently proper that 
they should join in a movement in honor of the distinguished Professor of Surg- 
ery in the Jetferson College, took active steps to solicit contributions from their 
members, and have joined very heartily throughout with the Committee of the 
American Surgical Association in furthering the project. ‘In fact, pecuniarily 
they have collected more than has been collected by the Committee of the Surgi- 
cal Association itself. 

A year ago the joint Committee were very glad to find that they had in hand 
somewhat over six thousand dollars, and accordingly they announced that a com- 
petition would be held for the commission to model the statue. In response to 
their request, thiee sculptors submitted four medels, which were placed in the 
Exhib:tion Hall of the Academy of Fine Arts of Pennsylvania. “They were there 
inspected by the Committee, by members of Professor Gross’s family and others, 
and the Committee were so fortunate as to sectre the assistance of Edward H. 
Coates, I’sq., President of the Academy, Prof. R. W. Vonnoh, the Professor of 
Painting in the Academy, and Mr. St. Gaudens of New York. They finally de- 
cided upon the model submitted by Mr. A. Sterling Calder, a photograph of which 
is exhibited herewith. 

After some modifications, which were suggested, a contract was centered into 
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with Mr. Calder for the production of the statue. Mr. Calder is now in Paris 
modelling it, and will have it cast in bronze as soon as the model is completed. 
The contract calls for a statue of heroic size, nine feet high, of standard United 
States bronze, the statue to be completed within two years. 

It would seem proper that, as in the spring of 1897, two years from now, the 
next Triennial Meeting of the Association of American Physicians and Surgeons 
will be held in Washington, it would be proper for the American Surgical Asso- 
ciation to take the necessary steps for the unveiling of the statue at that time, 
with appiopriate ceremonies. 

Last autumn the Committee, through the co-operation of the Hon. R. H. Clark, 
of Alabama, had introduced into Congress a resolution giving permission to the 
American Surgical Association and the Jefferson Alumni Association to erect 
the statue on a Government reservation in tne city of Washington and making an 
appropriation of fifteen hundred dollars for the foundation and pedestal. We 
are very happy to state that, through the active exertions of Messrs. Clark and 
Adams of the House, and of Morgan and Quay of the Senate, this resolution and 
appropriation were passed and the appropriation is now available.

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Dr. Mears, in reporting the work of the Business Committee, 
said that it was very desirable that this committee should meet with 
hearty co-operation on the part of members of the Association. 

Dr. J. R. Weist made a report for the Gross Statue Committee. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON GROSS MONUMENT. 


At the annual meeting of the Association in 1891, President C. H. Mastin, in 
his annual address, recommended “that a committee from the Association be 
appointed to confer with the friends and admirers of Dr. Gross, and with the 
medical profession of the whole country, to determine the best method to be 
adopted to secure the requisite amount for the erection of a monument either of 
marble or of bronze.” 

The Committee on the President’s Address recommended that the President 
be empowered to appoint a committee to carry out his suggestions as to the erec- 
tion of a suitable monument to commemorate the distinguished services of the 
founder of the Association, Prof. Samuel D. Gross, the Association concurring in 
the report. The President appointed a committee of twenty-six, with Dr. J. R. 
Weist, Chairman, and Dr. C. H. Mastin, Secretary. The committee immediately 
issued circulars addressed to the profession of the whole country, soliciting funds 
for the prosecution of the work assigned it. 

At the meeting of the Association in 1892, a partial report was made, and the 
committee continued. 

At the meeting in 1893, a full report of the work of committee was made. In 
the report it was stated that a proposition had been made by the Alumni Asso- 
ciation of the Jefferson Medical College, Philadelphia, to unite with the commit- 
tee in raising the funds necessary to complete the monument. By a resolution of 
the Association the committee was continued, its work already done endorsed, and 
authority given “to prosecute the work in such a manner as it deemed best for 
the success of the enterprise.” 

Under the authority given, the proposition of the Alumni Association of Jeffer- 
son Medical College, Philadelphia, was accepted, and Dr. W. W. Keen added to 
the committee to represent the Alumni Association. A sufficient sum having 
been collected to justify its action, the committee invited three artists to enter 
into a competition for a design for the monument; one of them withdrew from 
the competition; from the other two three models were received and placed on 
exhibition at the Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts where they were carefully 
inspected by the President of the Academy, the Professor of Painting in the 
Academy, Mr. St. Gaudens, sculptor, of New York, Dr. Orville Horwitz and 
Mr. A. Haller Gross, representing the family, and Dr. W. W. Keen, represent- 
ing the committee. Photographs of the models were also examined by the other 
members of the committee, — Drs. J. R. Weist and C. H. Mastin. A model sub- 
mitted by Mr. A. Sterling Calder met the approval of all those who examined the 
models; and a contract was entered into with him to model a heroic statue, nine 
feet high, to be cast in bronze and erected in the City of Washington, the statue 
to be completed within two years. 
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Mr. Calder proceeded to Paris to model the statue. The clay model was seen 
last summer by Dr. Keen of the committee, who was much pleased with it, as 
was also Mrs. Orville Horwitz, Dr. Gross’s daughter, who examined it repeatedly. 
The statue will soon be cast in bronze at Munich. Through the exertions of 
Senator J. H. Morgan, of Alabama, the Secretary of the Treasury has given per- 
mission for the entrance into the United States, free of the fifty per cent. duty 
which is the tariff rate upon such work. Through the strenuous exertions of the 
committee, and of many of the Jefferson Alumni and friends of Dr. Gross, aided 
by Senator Morgan, a bill was successfully passed by Congress, and signed by 
the President, appropriating the sum of fifteen hundred dollars for a pedestal, 
which will soon be erected in the City of Washington on a site selected by the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings and Grounds, Col. J. M. Wilson, U. S. A., on 
the driveway between the Army Medical Museum and the National Museum, a 
point where it will be seen by many thousands annually, and especially by medi- 
cal men who will visit the Army Medical Museum. The pedestal is to be ten feet 
high from the base course of granite to bed-plate of statue, making when the 
statue is erected, a monument something over twenty feet high. 

The amount of funds collected up to the present time is $ This will be 
augmented to some extent by interest and additional collections. The contract 
with the artist is, that after defraying the necessary expenses of the committee, 
he shall receive the entire balance in the hands of the committee at the time. Two 
thousand dollars have already been paid him on account, ample security being 
given for the return of the money, or the satisfactory completion of the work in 
case of his death or disability. 

The earliest time at which the statue could, be unveiled by the Association, is 
at its meeting in May, 1897, in the City of Washington. This seems peculiarly 
appropriate also from the fact that it will be at the same time at the Triennial 
Meeting of the Congress of American Physicians and Surgeons, when a large 
number of medical men will be assembled in Washington, and will render the 
unveiling much more conspicuous and creditable than it would were it only before 
the Surgical Association. Application for a place for the ceremony on the pro- 
gramme has been made to the Executive Committee of the Congress. It is 
proper that this Association shall at this meeting select some one to deliver an 
address upon that occasion, and authorize the committee to make such other 
arrangements as it deems proper. 

The committee desires to extend its thanks to the various officers of the Govern- 
ment who have aided it in this enterprise, to all who have contributed money, or 
have in any other way assisted it. The committee desires especially to recognize 
the value of the efforts of the Alumni Association of the Jefferson Medical Col- 
lege, without whose active and vigorous co-operation, it would have been impossi- 
ble to have carried the project toa successful termination. The committee there- 
fore suggests, that the Alumni Association be invited to join with the American 
Surgical Association in the unveiling ceremonies.

To THE AMERICAN SURGICAL ASSOCIATION. 


GENTLEMEN :— The committee appointed to confer with the surgical societies 
of Great Britain, Germany and France beg leave to report that they have com- 
municated by letter with the Royal Colleges of Surgeons of England, Edinburgh 
and Ireland, the Deutsche Gesellschaft fiir Chirurgie, the Congrés Frangais de 
Chirurgie and the Société de Chirurgie de Paris, with the following results : 

The German Society holds its annual meeting at the same time as this Asso 
ciation, and will act upon it at that time. The Congres Frangais holds its meet- 
ing in October, and, presumably, will act upon it then. By reason of the sickness 
of the Secretary of the Société de Paris, there has been delay in the presentation 
of our communication, but it is expected that it will be acted upon at an early 
date. 

The Royal College of Surgeons of England has declined to take any part in 
the matter, as they regard it beyond their power, since they are only a body for 
the purpose of licensing to practise surgery and for the care of the Hunterian 
Museum. The Royal College of Surgeons of Ireland has approved of the Con- 
gress through the President and Council. Our communication, by some mishap 
did not reach the Royal College of Surgeons of Edinburgh, a fact only lately 
discovered. The President of the Society, Prof. John Struthers, has written that 
it would be Jaid before them at their meeting on the 16th of May. No report has 
yet, of course, reached the committee as to what action has been taken. 

The key of the situation is undoubtedly the action of the Deutsche Gesellschaft. 
Should they endorse the proposition heartily, the plan will probably be a success 
Should they decline to endorse it, your committee would recommend that no 
further action be taken in the matter, as the French and English surgeons would 
be influenced adversely by such a decision of the German Surgical Society. 

In Great Britain, the difficulty of obtaining any action has been due to the fact 
that the Royal Colleges are not scientific bodies in the sense of the American, 
French and German societies. Should the plan be approved by the Deutsche 


1) 
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Gesellschaft, it is hoped, however, that the British surgeons will organize, either 
through a committee of prominent surgeons or by organizing a British Surgical 
Society as has been proposed by some. 

Dr. Billings, a member of the committee, will be in England this summer, and 
in case the plan seems likely to prove successful, will give important aid in obtain- 
ing the co-operation of the British surgeons. 

The committee would, therefore, report progress and ask to be continued.

Dr. ERNst VON BERGMANN, Langenbeckhaus, Berlin, Germany.— The 
American Surgical Association sends to the Deutsche Gesellschaft fiir Chirurgie 
congratulations upon the celebration of its twenty-fifth birthday, and hopes to 
unite with it in an International Surgical Congress in nineteen hundred. 


It was voted that the resignation of Dr. Stepben Smith, of New 
York, be not accepted; that his name be transferred from the list of 
active to that of Honorary Fellows.

The Recorder of the American Surgical Association would respectfully report 
that Volume XIV of the Zransactions was issued after some delay owing to its 
unusual size and the character of the material supplied. It forms the largest 
volume which we have ever issued — 742 pages —and the comments upon it have 
been most favorable and flattering to the work of the Association. 

Our Zransactions are eagerly sought for by surgeons, not only of this country, 
but of foreign lands, although the sale is necessarily limited. 

The financial report has been forwarded to the Treasurer, and will be pre- 
sented by him. 

The Recorder would again most earnestly urge the members of the Association 
to prepare all papers in duplicate, provided they wish to publish them in jour- 
nals. The difficulty in securing manuscripts from journals delays the issuance 
of the Zyansactions for many months, and the value of the volume would be 
greatly increased if it were issued at once. 

The Recorder would also call the attention of the members to the notice upon 
the programme, namely, that abstracts of papers be prepared by authors. This 
is far more satisfactory, and would secure immediate presentation of their views 
in medical journals.

EXECUTIVE’ SESSION. 


The Auditing Committee reported, through Dr. Weist, that they 
had examined the reports of the Secretary, Treasurer and Recorder, 
and found them correct. It was moved, seconded and voted, that they 
be accepted. . 

Dr. Prewitt moved that a number of extra copies of the Unveiling 
Proceedings should be printed for distribution among the Faculty, 
Alumni and members of the Jefferson Medical College, who would 
not receive these data in the Zvansactions of the Association. 

Dr. Ransohoff moved that an amendment be made whereby a 
Philadelphia gentleman should be put on this committee. 

Dr. Mears suggested that a copy of these proceedings should be 
printed by the Publication Committee, incorporated in the Zransac- 
tions, and a number of extra copies printed for distribution. 

Dr. Conner suggested that the Jefferson Alumni should pay for 
these copies. 

Dr. Prewitt accepted the amendments and the motion was carried. 

It was voted that the resignation of Dr. Charles McBurney be 
accepted. 

Dr. Warren reported that the Committee on Tumors desired to be 
continued. 

Dr. Keen reported that the Committee on International Congress 
of Surgeons was still in correspondence with gentlemen abroad, 
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AMERICAN SURGICAL ASSOCIATION 
PROPOSITIONS FOR AN INTERNATIONAL SURGICAL CONGRESS. 


RESOLVED: — first. That an International Surgical Congress shall be held once 
in five years, the first to be held in London, in the year 1900, and then in France, 
Germany and America, in such order and in such cities as shall be decided upon 
at each Congress. 

Second. That the arrangements for each Congress shall be in the hands of a 
Central Committee of Arrangements in the country in which it is to be held. 

Third. That the membership of the Congress shall be as follows: (a) All 
members (ordinary, honorary, corresponding, etc.) of the Deutsche Gesellschaft 
fiir Chirurgie, the Congrés Francais de Chirurgie, the Société de Chirurgie de 
Paris and the American Surgical Association, and (4) the Fellows ~f£ the Royal 
Colleges of Surgeons of England, Edinburgh and Ireland. 

Fourth. That, as itis most desirable that the leading surgeons who reside in 
other countries, and are not members of the surgicai societies named, should be 
members of the Congress, the Central Committee of Arrangements shall have the 
power to elect (for each Congress only), say, 250 surgeons of reputation, not 
already members by virtue of their membership in the subordinate societies. 

fifth. That in all Congresses, the only official languages shall be French, 
German and English. 

S7xth. That the major part of the time be occupied only by topics selected 
by the Committee of Arrangements, with a certain number of speakers to open 
the discussion with formal papers, but that a brief time shall be allowed for 
volunteer papers to be selected, from those offered, by the Committee of 
Arrangements. 

Seventh. That, as the object of the Congress is the promotion of surgical 
science, to that end, the social side of the Congress shall be entirely subordinate 
to the scientific: and excursions and entertainments, other than a subscription 
dinner on one evening, shall be discouraged.

Dr. Burrell moved, and it was vo/ed, that the resolution protesting 
against the passage of the bill limiting medical research, which was 
forwarded last year to the President of the United States, and to the 
Senate and House of Representatives, be again sent as the sense of 
the Association. Carried unanimously. 

The CounciL made a report recommending the election of nine 
gentlemen. ‘The applications of these gentlemen were read. Dr. J. 
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Chalmers DaCosta, of Philadelphia, by ballot was elected to active 
Fellowship. 

The Secretary, Dr. M. H. Richardson, requested that the mem- 
bers should read the printed copy of the Minutes of the last meet- 
ing and inform him of any errors therein. 

Dr. Roberts asked that the paragraph in the By-Laws referring to 
the election of members should be read, and the Secretary did so. 

Dr. Weir commented on the strange result of the election, and 
moved that an amendment should be made to the Constitution by 
which the number of black-balls necessary to reject a man should 
be increased to six. Dr. Ransohoff seconded. 

Dr. Mears offered to incorporate this motion in a report about to 
be made to the Association on the Constitution and By-Laws. 

Dr. Carmalt suggested an amendment to Dr. Weir’s motion, but 
both were temporarily postponed. 

Dr. Mears submitted amendments to the Constitution which he 
said would be printed and circulated among the members and acted 
upon at the next meeting. 

The following is the report of the Committee on Constitution and 
By-Laws : 

PROPOSED CONSTITUTION. 


AARTICIRE Lh 


The name of the Society shall be The American Surgical Association, and 
it shall consist of Fellows and Honorary Fellows. 


INC CD; EG 


The objects of the Association shall be the cultivation and improvement of 
the Science and Art of Surgery, the Elevation of the Medical Profession, and 
such other matters as may come legitimately within its sphere. 


ARTICLE III. 


The officers of the Association shall consist of a President, two Vice-Presidents 
a Secretary, a Treasurer, a Recorder, a Council and a Business Committee. 


ARTICLE IV. 
The Fellows of the Association shall not exceed in number one hundred (roo), 
and the Honorary Fellows shall consist of ten American and fifteen Foreign. 
ARTICLE V 


The officers of the Association shall be elected on the Jast day of each annual 
session. The election shall be by ballot, a majority vote of the Fellows present 
being necessary in every instance to a choice. The term of office of the Presi- 
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dent shall not exceed two years. Honorary Fellows shall not be eligible as 
officers. 
ARTICLES V I. 

Propositions for Fellowship shall be made in writing signed by three Fellows 
who shall vouch for the character and standing of the candidate. No one shall 
be eligible for Fellowship unless he is a graduate of a respectable Medical Col- 
lege, is at least thirty years of age and has earned a reputation as a practitioner, 
author, teacher, or an original investigator, and has been recommended by the 
Council. Election for Fellowship shall be by ballot and if not more than three 
negative votes are cast the candidate shall be declared elected. Propositions for 
Honorary Fellowship shall be made in the same manner as those for Fellowship, 
and the election shall be conducted in the same manner as for Fellows. Hon- 
orary Fellows shall not be required to pay any fees or dues. They shall not be 
competent to vote or to hold office. In other respects they shall enjoy the same 
privileges at meetings of the Association as the Fellows. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Any Fellow having complied with the requirements of the Constitution and 
By-Laws may resign his Fellowship by presenting at a stated meeting a commu- 
nication to that effect, with a certificate signed by the Treasurer that he is not 
indebted to the Association, and such resignation shall become valid on accept- 
ance by the Association. Any violation of the regulations of the Association or 
of the Code of Medical Ethics adopted by it shall be punished by a reprimand, 
suspension or expulsion. 


PROPOSED BY-LAWS. 


SECTION I.— MEETINGS. 


The annual sessions of the Association shall be held at such time and place as 
may be designated by a vote of the Association at the previous annual session. 
The session shall continue for three days unless otherwise ordered by a majority 
vote. 

SECTION II.— SPECIAL MEETINGS. 

A special meeting may be called at any time by the President, and it shall be 

his duty to do so upon the requisition in writing of any seven. Fellows. 


SECTION III. — Quorum. 


For the transaction of ordinary business, any number of Fellows at any meet- 
ing shall constitute a quorum. For elections, for changes in the Constitution and 
By-Laws, for ordering assessments or for the appropriation or expenditure of any 
sum of money exceeding twenty-five dollars, or for any other business affecting 
the interests of the Academy, fifteen Fellows shall be required to form a quorum. 
For the expulsion of Fellows, twenty-five Fellows shall be required to form a 
quorum. 


SECTION IV.— DUTIES OF OFFICERS, PRESIDENT AND VICE-PRESIDENT. 


The President shall preside at the meetings of the Association, preserve order- 
regulate debates, sign certificates of Fellowship, approve bills ordered to be paid 
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by the Association, appoint committees not otherwise provided for, announce re- 
sults of elections, and perform all other duties legitimately appertaining to his 
office. In his absence the Vice-President, in order of seniority, shall preside. 
In absence of both Vice-Presidents the chair shall be taken by the senior Fel- 
low (by election) of the Council who may be present. 


SECTION V,— SECRETARY. 

The Secretary shall keep the Minutes of the meetings of the Association, 
notify the Fellows of the time and place of meeting, announcing on the notices 
the business to be transacted, with the names of the candidates for Fellowship 
under consideration by the Council, and those to be balloted for by the Asso- 
ciation, attest all official acts requiring certificates in connection with, or inde- 
pendently of the President, notify the officers and Fellows of their election, re- 
ceive the signatures of newly elected Fellows, keep in his custody the seal of the 
Association, and affix it to any documents or papers that the Association may 
direct, and take charge of all papers not otherwise provided for or for which 
provision has not already been made. 


SECTION VI.— TREASURER. 


It shall be the daty of the Treasurer to receive all moneys and funds belonging 
to the Association. He shall pay all bills when properly ordered by the Asso. 
ciation and countersigned by the President, collect all dues and assessments as 
promptly as possible, report to the Association at each annual meeting the names 
of all Fellows in arrears, and who have, in accordance with the By-Laws regu- 
lating the same, forfeited their Fellowship. He shall present an annual account 
for audit. 

SECTION VII.— RECORDER. 

The Recorder shall receive all papers and discussions read before or pre- 
sented to the Association, and as a member of the Business Committee shall, 
under its instructions, take charge of their publication. 


SECTION VIII. —CouNCcIL. 


The Council shall consist of four Fellows with the President, Secretary and 
Treasurer members ex oficto. The term of service of members of the Coun- 
cil shall be for four years, and at each annual meeting one shall be elected to take 
the place of the retiring member. Stated meetings of the Council shall be held 
on the day preceding the first day of the annual session of the Association and 
on each day of the meeting to transact such business as may be brought before 
it, a majority of the members constituting a quorum. Special meetings of the 
Council may be held on the call of the President or at the request of three mem- 
bers in the interval between the meetings of the Association. The President of the 
Association shall preside at the meetings, and the Secretary of the Association shall 
act as the Secretary. The Council shall be the executive body of the Associa- 
tion; and full and accurate minutes of its proceedings, properly indexed, shall 
be kept by the Secretary. All propositions for Fellowship shall be submitted to 
it for action, and the names of those candidates only who have complied with the 
requirements of the Association and the rules of the Council, and who shall re- 
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ceive its favorable recommendation shall be presented to the Association for 
election as Fellows. It shall act as a Board of Censors for the trial of all 
alleged offences against the Constitution and By-Laws, or unprofessional con- 
duct by the Fellows of the Association, and it alone shall have the power of 
moving their expulsion. It shall prepare rules which shall govern all business 
transacted by it, which rules shall receive the approval of the Association. It 
shall consider any business referred to it by the Association. 


SECTION IX.— BUSINESS COMMITTEE. 


The Business Committee’ shall consist of three Fellows, including the Ke- 
corder, with the President, Secretary, and Chairman of Committee of Arrange- 
ments, members “ ex officio.” It shall have charge of the scientific business of 
the Association, the preparation of the programme of each meeting, the publica- 
tion of the volume of Zyazsactions and the arrangements for holding the meet- 
ings of the Association. Stated meetings of the Committee shall be held on 
each day of the meeting of the Association, and at least once during the inter- 
val between the meetings, such meetings to be held on call of the chairman. 
The Recorder shall act as Secretary of the Committee, keep the Minutes of the 
meetings, take charge, under the direction of the Committee, of the publication 
of the volume of Zvramnsactions, submit proof copies of all papers and discus- 
sions to authors or to those taking part in the discussions, before their publica- 
tion, for examination and revision. The Committee shall employ a competent 
stenographer to take reports of all discussions of papers and scientific subjects 
presented to the Association. It shall adopt rules for its government and of pro- 
cedure with regard to the presentation and publication of all papers or discus- 
sions of scientific subjects before the Association. It shall, when authorized by 
the Association, invite members of the Medical Profession, resident or non-resi- 
dent, to read papers before the Association or to present topics for discussion. 


SECTION X.— COMMITTEE OF ARRANGEMENTS. 


A Committee of Arrangements consisting of three Fellows shall be appointed 
by the President at each annual session, the chairman of which shall reside in 
the place where the next annual session shall be held. The Chairman of the 
Committee shall be a member “ ex-officio” of the Business Committee and, all 
arrangements for the holding of the session of the Association shall be sub- 
mitted for the consideration and approval of the Business Committee. 


SECTION XI.— SIGNING THE CONSTITUTION. 

Every duly elected Fellow shall affix his signature to the Constitution and 
By-Laws within six months after his election, which shall otherwise be deemed 
void, but this fact shall not be a bar to his re-nomination. 

SECTION XII.— INITIATION FEE. 
Every Fellow shall on admission pay an initiation fee of $25.00. 


SECTION XIII.— ANNUAL DUEs. 


There shall be an annual assessment of $10.00, payable on the first day of the 
session, 
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SECTION XIV.— ARREARAGE OF FELLOWS. 


Any Fellow in arrears for one year, being notified of the fact by the Treasurer 
in writing and not paying his dues two months thereafter, shall forfeit his Fel- 
lowship, and it shall be the duty of the Treasurer to notify the Association of 
such forfeiture, which shall be entered on the Minutes and the name stricken 
from the list of Fellows. The notice aforesaid shall contain a copy of this 
section. 

SECTION XV.— INVITED GUESTS. 

Any Fellow may invite any medical man in good standing to a meeting of the 
Association, and every such visitor shall be introduced to the President and by 
the President to the Association, and his name entered upon the Minutes. The 
President may invite any such person to participate in the discussions; but all 
invited guests shall withdraw from the meeting when matters relating to the pri- 
vate calendar are under consideration. 


SECTION XVI.— PAPERS AND REPORTS. 


All papers and reports read before the Association shall be considered its 
property and shall be delivered to the Recorder at the time of their presentation. 


SECTION XVII.— SEAL AND CERTIFICATE OF FELLOWSHIP. 


The Association shall have a distinct seal as well as a certificate of Fellow- 
ship, to a copy of which, signed by the President and Secretary, every Fellow 
shall be entitled. 

SECTION XVIII.— ORDER OF BUSINESS.

No part of the Constitution or By-}.aws shall be amended altered or repealed 
except at a regular meeting subseq: ent to the one at which a notice to that 
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effect, signed by three Fellows, shall have been given, and then only by a vote of 
three-fourths of the Fellows present. 


Dr. Ransohoff moved that the Constitution should be acted upon 
at the next meeting before the candidates are balloted for, so that 
they may have advantage of the changes. 

Dr. Tiffany moved a Constitutional amendment as follows: “ that 
candidates for membership favorably reported by the Council be 
declared elected by the Chair.” 

Dr. Harte moved that the Secretary be instructed to have a type- 
written ballot prepared of the list of candidates reported upon favor- 
ably by the Council, and that these ballots should be distributed 
among the members previous to their being brought before the 
Association. Seconded. Lost. 

Dr. Keen read several letters from abroad regretting inability to 
be present at the unveiling of the Gross monument. 

Dr. J. E. Owens, of Chicago, reported in favor of the increase of 
membership to one hundred and fifty. It was decided to lay this 
matter over till the next meeting.

OF X-RAYS.

To THE MEMBERS OF THE AMERICAN SURGICAL ASSOCIATION, 

GENTLEMEN: — Your Committee on the ‘ Medico-Legal Relations of the 
X-Rays ” begs to report that it has begun and is carrying on the work of collecting 
material for a comprehensive report on this subject. The committee is of the 
Opinion that at the present time it would be unwise to give too much importance 
to the evidence furnished by the x-rays in the average case of disease or injury 
of bones or joints. The skiagraphs are, under existing circumstances, often very 
misleading. It is important that the committee should have a large number of 
skiagraphs, especially of supposed fractures and luxations, with full clinical his- 
tories attached ; illustrations of cases in which the testimony of the skiagraph is 
not borne out by the clinical features of the case would be particularly valuable. 
We would beg, therefore, that all Fellows of the Association will have the kind- 
ness to send to the chairman of the committee any examples of cases of x-ray 
examinations which are deceptive or misleading as to their practical value. 
There is no reason why these should be confined to the particular class of cases 
above mentioned. They may, with advantage, include others of all types. Your 
committee asks to be continued and hopes to report finally at the meeting in 
1899.

Dr. Tiffany’s constitutional amendment, “That candidates for 
membership favorably reported by the Council be declared elected 
by the chair”; and 

Dr. Owens’ report recommending that the membership be in- 
creased to one hundred and fifty. 

The Secretary stated that he had hoped to confer with Dr. Mears 
in regard to the proposed Constitution and By-Laws, but that Dr. 
Mears was unavoidably absent. The Secretary stated that he had 
prepared a number of amendments to the proposed Constitution 
and By-Laws. 

The Secretary moved, and it was voted, that (1) the proposed 
Constitution and By-Laws be taken up section by section, (2) that 
the two ‘‘constitutional amendments” and (3) that the amendments 
to the respective sections be taken up, considered, amended, passed 
in sections, and then the Constitution and By-Laws be passed as a 
whole. 

The proposed Constitution was then read, section by section, as 


follows: 
ARTICLE I. 


The name of the Society shall be The American Surgical Association, and it 
shall consist of Fellows and Honorary Fellows. 


The Secretary moved that Article I be amended, as follows : 


ARTICLE I.— NAME. 
This society shall be called The American Surgical Association. 


Carried. 
ARTICLE II. 


The objects of the Association shall be the cultivation and improvement of the 
science and art of surgery, the elevation of the medical profession and such 
other matters as may come. legitimately within its sphere. 


The Secretary moved its adoption. Carried. 
The Secretary moved the temporary postponement of considera- 


ation of Article III. Carried. 
FAR TI GILE Vi. 


The Fellows of the Association shall not exceed in number one hundred (100), 
and the Honorary Fellows shall consist of ten American and fifteen foreign.

The Secretary moved the amendment of this article and its num- 
bering as Article III. 

The Article and the proposed amendments were discussed and 
voted upon in sections. The various amendments were as 
follows : 

Dr. Park moved, and Dr. Ransohoff seconded, that the number 
of members should be increased to 150. 

The proposition was discussed by Drs. Nancrede, Halsted, 
Burrell, Willard, Senn and Gaston. Motion lost. 

Dr. Burrell moved that the membership be increased to 125. 
Carried. 

Dr. Keen moved to insert, in Section 4, the words ‘‘ Thirty years 
of age and a graduate of five years’ standing,” etc., after “unless he 
is,” etc. Dr. Gaston seconded. Carried. 

Dr. Keen moved, and Dr. Gaston seconded, that three-fourths in- 
stead of four-fifths should be needed to reject. 

Proposition discussed by Drs. Nancrede, Keen and Burrell. 
Carried. 

Dr. Tiffany’s constitutional amendment ‘‘That candidates for 
membership favorably reported by the Council be declared elected 
by the Chair” was discussed by Drs. Gaston, Prewitt, Carmalt, 
Burrell and Richardson, and was lost. 

Dr. Owens’ recommendation which would constitute an amend- 
ment ‘‘That the membership be increased to one hundred and 
fifty” was discussed, voted upon and lost. 

Finally, the article was adopted, as follows: 


ARTICLE III. — MEMBERSHIP. 


Sect. 1.— This Association shall consist of active and honorary Fellows. 

SrEcT. 2. —The active membership shall be limited to one hundred and twenty- 
five (125) Fellows. The honorary membership shall be limited to twenty-five (25) 
Fellows, of whom not more than fifteen (15) shall be foreign and the remainder 
American. 

SECT. 3.— Propositions for Fellowship shall be made by Fellows on blanks 
furnished by the Secretary of the Association. The proposal of a candidate for 
Fellowship shall be signed by three Fellows, who shall vouch for his character 
and standing. No one shall be eligible for Fellowship unless he is thirty years 
of age and a graduate of five years’ standing from a recognized medical college, 
and has established a reputation as a practitioner, author, teacher or original in- 
vestigator, and has been recommended by the Council. All propositions for Fel- 
lowship shall lie over for one year from the time of their reception by the Associ- 
ation, 
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SECT. 4.— The proposers of a candidate shall, within thirty days of the recep- 
tion of the proposal for Fellowship, send to the Secretary a confidential letter, an 
abstract of which, without the name of the writer, shall be presented by the 
Secretary to the Council and the original letter returned to the writer. 

SECT. 5.— Election to Fellowship shall be by ballot, on the third day of each 
annual meeting, and if three-fourths of the ballots are favorable, the candidate 
shall be declared elected. 

Secr. 6.— Fellows after election, must qualify within six (6) months by the 
payment of the initiation fee and annual dues. 

Sect. 7.— Honorary Fellows shall be proposed and elected in the same man- 
ner as active Fellows. They shall not be required to pay any fees or dues, nor 
shall they be privileged to vote or hold office. 

Sect. 8.— The resignation of a Fellow may be accepted by a two-thirds vote 
of the members present, provided he is not in arrears. 

SEcT. 9.— Any violation of the Constitution or By-Laws or conduct unbecom- 
a gentleman may be punished by a reprimand, suspension or expulsion. 


Article III was then read. 


ARTICLE III. 


The officers of the Association shall consist of a President, two Vice-Presidents 
a Secretary, a Treasurer, a Recorder, a Council and a Business Committee. 


Dr. Carmalt moved, and Dr. Willard seconded, that provision 
should be made in the Article on Officers for the election every 
third year of a Delegate and Alternate to the Congress of American 
Physicians and Surgeons. Carried. 

The Secretary moved the amendment of the article, as follows, 
and its numbering as Article IV. 


ARTICLE IV. — OFFICERS. 


SECT. 1.— The officers of the Association shall consist of a President, two 
Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer and a Recorder. There shall also be a 
Council and Committee on Annual Meeting. 

SECT. 2.— Nominations. All officers, including the member of the Council and 
the two (2) members of the Committee on Annual Meeting, and on every third 
year, a Delegate and Alternate to the Congress of American Physicians and Sur- 
geons, shall be nominated by a committee of five Fellows, which committee shall 
be appointed by the President on the first day of the annual meeting. 

SECT. 3. — Elections. The election of officers shall take place at the executive 
session on the third day of the annual meeting. A majority of the votes cast 
shall constitute an election. 

SECT. 4.— Vacancies. Any vacancy occurring during the year among the offi- 
cers of the Association shall be filled by the Council. 


Carried.

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Dr. Moore moved,.and Dr. Keen seconded, to reconsider Article 
TT "ost: 

Dr. Gerrish moved, and Dr. Keen seconded, that Article II 
should stop at the word “surgery.” Discussed by Drs. Ransohoff 
and Senn. Lost. 

Dr. Willard moved, and Dr. Burrell seconded, that Dr. Weir’s 
suggestion made at the meeting in 1897, ‘‘That the number of 
black-balls necessary to reject a man be increased to six” be not 
accepted. Carried. 

The Secretary moved that Articles V, VI and VII of the pro- 
posed Constitution of 1897 be not adopted, as they are already pro- 
vided for in the adopted articles. Carried. 

Dr. Keen moved, and Dr. Ransohoff seconded, that the Consti- 
tution as it had been adopted in sections be now adopted as a whole. 
Carried. 

The By-Laws were then considered, section by section, and 
adopted in sections. 

SECTION I.— MEETINGS. 


The annual sessions of the Association shall be held at such time and place as 
may be designated by a vote of the Association at the previous annual session. 
The session shall continue for three days unless otherwise ordered by a majority 
vote. 


The Secretary moved to amend, as follows: 


SECTION I.— MEETINGS. 


The annual meeting of the Association shall be held at such time and place as 
may be designated by a vote of the Association. The selected place of meeting 
may be changed under extraordinary exigencies by a unanimous vote of the 
Council. The meeting shall continue for three days, unless otherwise ordered 
by a majority vote. 


Carried. 
SECTION II. — SPECIAL MEETINGS. 


A special meeting may be called at any time by the President, and it shall be 
his duty to do so upon the requisition in writing of any seven Fellows. 


The Secretary moved its adoption. Carried. 


Secrion III.— Quorum. 


For the transaction of ordinary business, any number of Fellows at any meet- 
ing shall constitute a quorum. For elections, for changes in the Constitution 
and By-Laws, for ordering assessments or for the appropriation or expenditure of 
any sum of money exceeding twenty-five dollars, or for any other business affect- 
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ing the interests of the Academy, fifteen Fellows shall be required to forma 
quorum. For the expulsion of Fellows, twenty-five Fellows shall be required to 
form a quorum. 


The Secretary moved that it be amended as follows: 


SECTION III.— Quorum. 


For the transaction of business any number of Fellows at any meeting shall 
constitute a quorum. For elections, for changes in the Constitution and By- 
Laws, for ordering assessments or for the appropriation or expenditure of any 
sum of money exceeding twenty-five dollars, or for any other business affecting 
the interests of the Association, fifteen Fellows shall be required to forma quorum. 
For the expulsion of a Fellow, twenty-five Fellows shall be required to forma 
quorum. 


Carried. 
SECTION IV.— DUTIES OF OFFICERS, PRESIDENT AND VICE-PRESIDENT. 


The President shall preside at the meetings of the Association, preserve order, 
regulate debates, sign certificates of Fellowship, approve bills ordered to be paid 
by the Association, appoint committees not otherwise provided for, announce re- 
sults of elections, and perform all other duties legitimately appertaining to his 
office. In his absence the Vice-President, in order of seniority, shall preside. 
In absence of both Vice-Presidents the chair shall be taken by the senior Fellow 
(by election) of the Council who may be present. 


The Secretary moved that it be amended, as follows : 


SECTION IV.— DUTIES OF PRESIDENT AND VICE-PRESIDENT. 


The President shall preside at the meetings of the Association, preserve order, 
regulate debates, sign certificates of Fellowship, approve bills, appoint committees 
not otherwise provided for, announce results of elections and perform all other 
duties legitimately appertaining to his office. In his absence, the Vice-President, 
in order of seniority, shall preside. In the absence of both Vice-Presidents, the 
chair shall be taken by the senior Fellow (by election) of the Council, who may 
be present. 


Carried. 
SECTION V.— SECREFARY. 


The Secretary shall keep the Minutes of the meetings of the Association, 
notify the Fellows of the time and place of meeting, announcing on the notices 
the business to be transacted, with the names of the candidates for Fellowship 
under consideration by the Council, and those to be balloted for by the Associa- 
tion, attest all official acts requiring certificates in connection with, or indepen- 
dently of the President, notifv the officers and Fellows of their election, receive the 
signatures of newly elected Fellows, keep in his custody the seal of the Associa- 
tion, and affix it to any documents or papers that the Association may direct, 
and take charge of all papers not otherwise provided for or for which provision 
has not already been made. 
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The Secretary moved that it be amended, as follows: 


SECTION V.— SECRETARY. 


The Secretary shall keep the Minutes of the Association, and shall issue, at 
least six weeks prior to the annual meeting, a preliminary program of the 
time and place of meeting and business to be transacted. He shall also issue 
the final program of the annual meeting, and at the same time he shall issue a 
list of the names of the candidates for Fellowship that are under consideration 
by the Council. He shall attest all official acts requiring certification, in con- 
nection with, or independent of, the President; notify officers and Fellows of 
their election; keep in his custody the seal of the Association and affix it to all 
documents and papers that the Association may direct; take charge of all 
papers not otherwise provided for. He shall serve as secretary and keep 
minutes of the meetings of the Council and of the Committee on Annual Meeting. 


Carried. 
SECTION VI.— TREASURER. 


It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all moneys and funds belonging 
to the Association. He shall pay all bills when properly ordered by the Asso- 
ciation and countersigned by the President, collect all dues and assessments as 
promptly as possible, report to the Association at each annual meeting the names 
of all Fellows in arrears, and who have, in accordance with the By-Laws regu- 
lating the same, forfeited their Fellowship. He shall present an annual account 
for audit. 


The Secretary moved its adoption. Carried. 


SECTION VII.— RECORDER. 


The Recorder shall receive all papers and discussions read before or pre- 
sented to the Association, and as a member of the Business Committee shall, 
under its instructions, take charge of their publication. 


The Secretary moved its amendment, as follows: 


SECTION VII. — RECORDER. 


The Recorder shall receive all papers and reports of discussions on papers 
presented to the Association, and as the chairman of the Publication Committee, 
shall take charge of their publication. 


Carried. 
SECTION VIII. — COUNCIL. 


The Council shall consist of four Fellows with the President, Secretary and 
Treasurer members ex officio. The term of service of members of the Council 
shall be for four years, and at each annual meeting one shall be elected to take 
the place of the retiring member. Stated meetings of the Council shall be held 
on the day preceding the first day of the annual session of the Association and 
on each day of the meeting to transact such business as may be brought before 
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it, a majority of the members constituting a quorum. Special meetings of the 
Council may be held on the call of the President or at the request of three mem- 
bers in the interval between the meetings of the Association. The President of the 
Association shall preside at the meetings, and the Secretary of the Association shall 
act as the Secretary. The Council shall be the executive body of the Associa- 
tion; and full and accurate minutes of its proceedings, properly indexed, shall 
be kept by the Secretary. All propositions for Fellowship shall be submitted to 
it for action, and the names of those candidates only who have complied with the 
requirements of the Association and the rules of the Council, and who shall re- 
ceive its favorable recommendation shall be presented to the Association for 
election as Fellows. It shall act as a Board of Censors for the trial of all 
alleged offenses against the Constitution and By-Laws, or unprofessional con- 
duct by the Fellows of the Association, and it alone shall have the power of 
moving their expulsion. It shall prepare rules which shall govern all business 
transacted by it, which rules shall receive the approval of the Association. It 
shall consider any business referred to it by the Association. 


The Secretary moved its amendment, as follows: 


SECTION VIII.— CouNCIL. 


The Council shall consist of three Fellows elected at large, with the President, 
Secretary, Treasurer and Recorder ex officio. The terms of service of the mem- 
bers shall be three years, and at each annual meeting one shall be elected to 
take the place of the retiring member. 

Stated meetings of the Council shall be held at the call of the President, a 
majority of the members constituting a quorum. 

Special meetings of the Council may be held on the call of the President, or at 
the request of three members of the Council, in the interval between the meet- 
ings of the Association. 

The President of the Association shall be the chairman, and the Secretary of 
the Association, the secretary of the Council. 

The Council shall be the executive body of the Association, and accurate min- 
utes of its proceedings, properly indexed, shall be kept by the Secretary. 

All propositions for Fellowship shall be submitted to it for action, and the 
names of those candidates only who have complied with the requirements of 
the Association and the rules of the Council, and who shall receive its favorable 
recommendation shall be presented to the Association for election as Fellows. 
It shall act as a Board of Censors for the trial of all alleged offences against the 
Constitution or By-Laws, or unprofessional conduct by any Fellow of the Asso- 
ciation, and it alone shall have the power of moving their expulsion. 


Carried. 


SECTION IX.— BUSINESS COMMITTEE. 


The Business Committee shall consist of three Fellows, including the Re- 
corder, with the President, Secretary, and Chairman of Committee of Arrange- 
ments, members ex officio. It shall have charge of the scientific business of 
the Association, the preparation of the programme of each meeting, the publica- 
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tion of the volume of Zrassactions and the arrangements for holding the meet- 
ings of the Association. Stated meetings of the Committee shall be held on 
each day of the meeting of the Association, and at least once during the inter- 
val between the meetings, such meetings to be held on call of the chairman. 
The Recorder shall act as secretary of the Committee, keep the minutes of the 
meetings, take charge, under the direction of the Committee of the publication 
of the volume of 7Zyamsactions, submit proof copies of all papers and discus- 
sions to authors or to those taking part in the discussions, before their publica- 
tion, for examination and revision. The Committee shall employ a competent 
stenographer to take reports of all discussions of papers and scientific subjects 
presented to the Association. It shall adopt rules for its government and of pro- 
cedure with regard to the presentation and publication of all papers or discus- 
sions of scientific subjects before the Association. It shall, when authorized by 
the Association, invite members of the medical profession, resident or non-resi- 
dent, to read papers before the Association or to present topics for discussion. 


The Secretary moved its amendment, as follows : 


SECTION IX.— COMMITTEE ON ANNUAL MEETING. 


The Committee on Annual Meeting for each successive year shall consist of two 
(2) Fellows elected by the Association, and the President, Secretary and Recorder 
ex officio, together with the chairman of the Local Committee of Arrangements. 
The Committee shall elect its own chairman. 

The duties of this committee shall be the arranging for. the scientific papers 
and discussions and the general program of the annual meeting. 

An Adjunct Local Committee of Arrangements of three members shall be ap- 
pointed by the President from Fellows residing at or near the next place of 
meeting. 

The committee shall have authority, by unanimous action, to invite papers to 
be read and topics to be presented by individuals outside of the Association. 

Meetings of this committee shall be held at the call of the chairman. The 
Secretary of the Association shall be the secretary of this committee, and shall 
keep minutes of the meeting. 


Carried. 
SECTION: X.— COMMITTEE OF ARRANGEMENTS. 


A Committee of Arrangements consisting of three Fellows shall be appointed 
by the President at each annual session, the chairman of which shall reside in 
the place where the next annual session shall be held. The Chairman of the 
Committee shall be a member ex officio of the Business Committee and all 
arrangements for the holding of the session of the Association shall be sub- 
mitted for the consideration and approval of the Business Committee.

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SECTION X.— PUBLICATION COMMITTEE. 


The Publication Committee shall consist of the Recorder, Secretary and 
Treasurer, of which committee the Recorder shall be the chairman. They shall 
have charge of the publication of the volume of Zyrazsactions submitting proof 
copies of all papers and discussions to authors, or to those taking part in the 
discussions, before their publication. They shall employ a competent stenog- 
rapher to take reports of all discussions of papers on scientific subjects pre-

SECTION XI.— SIGNING THE CONSTITUTION. 


Every duly elected Fellow shall affix his signature to the Constitution and By- 
Laws within six months after his election, which shall otherwise be deemed void, 
but this fact shall not be a bar to his re-nomination. 


Dr. Keen moved that two years be substituted instead of six 
months, in Article XI. This was subsequently withdrawn. 

Dr. Park suggested that the paying of the initiation fee should be 
considered as an acceptance of election and of the Constitution. 

This was discussed by Dr. Willard, who suggested that the words 
‘by which act of signing the Constitution a man qualifies” should 
be added to Section XII. 

Dr. Dandridge suggested, that, if at the meeting following the 
election of a Fellow he shall not have signified his acceptance by 
paying the initiation fee, he shall be considered as having forfeited 
his right to Fellowship. 

Dr. Keen suggested that Section XI be stricken out. Carried. 


SECTION XII.—INITIATION FEE. 


Every Fellow shall on admission pay an initiation fee of $25.00. 


SECTION XIII. — ANNUAL DUES. 


There shall be an annual assessment of $10.00, payable on the first day of the 
session. 


The above Sections were read. 

Dr. Dandridge moved that the initiation fee be raised to $50.00. 
This was seconded by Dr. Keen, was discussed by Dr. Nancrede, 
and was tabled. 

Dr. Keen moved to add to Section XII the words, “and the pay- 
ment of this fee shall be considered as an acceptance of the Consti- 
tution and By-Laws.”

SECTION XI.— PAPERS AND REPORTS. 


All papers and reports read before the Association shall be delivered to the 
Recorder at the time of their presentation. If the expense of the publication of 
any paper shall exceed one hundred dollars, the cost of publication may, upon 
the unanimous vote of the Publication Committee, be subject to assessment upon 
the author. No paper shall be published in the Zyazsactions which has not 
been read in full before the Association or presented by title, nor elsewhere reported 
unless full credit is given to the Association. 


Carried. 
SECTION XIV.— ARREARAGE OF FELLOWS. 


Any Fellow in arrears for one year, being notified of the fact by the Treasurer 
in writing and not paying his dues two months thereafter, shall forfeit his Fellow- 
ship, and it shall be the duty of the Treasurer to notify the Association of such 
forfeiture, which shall be entered on the Minutes and the name stricken from the 
list of Fellows. The notice aforesaid shall contain a copy of this section. 


The Secretary moved its adoption. Carried. 


SECTION XV.—INVITED GUESTS. 

Any Fellow may invite any medical man in good standing toa meeting of the 
Association, and every such visitor shall be introduced to the President and by 
the President to the Association, and his name entered upon the Minutes. The 
President may invite any such person to participate in the discussions; but all 
invited guests shall withdraw from the meeting when matters relating to the 
private calendar are under consideration. 


The Secretary moved its amendment as follows:

Dr. N. Senn read a paper on the “ Etiology and Classification of 
Cystitis,’ which was discussed by Drs. Parmenter, Halsted, and, 
by invitation, Dr. Sam’l. Alexander, of New York. 
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SECOND DAY.— WEDNESDAY, APRIL 20, 1898. 


MorNING SESSION. 


Dr. Halsted read a paper on the ‘‘Operative Treatment of Car- 
cinoma of the Breast.” 

It was voted, upon motion of Dr. Richardson, that Dr. Halsted 
be granted further time to read his paper. 

The paper was discussed by Drs. Gerrish, Matas, Richardson and 
Park. 

It was voted that members having knowledge of a case where 
there had been an apparent spontaneous disappearance of a malig- 
nant tumor, are requested to send an account of any such cases to 
the Committee on Standard Nomenclature and Study of Tumors. 
Dr. Park, chairman. 


It was voted, upon motion of Dr. Willard, that Dr. Fowler’s paper 
upon ‘The Use of Toxines in Surgical Disease,” be read by title 
and referred to the Publication Committee. 

Dr. Park read a paper on the “ Etiology of Cancer.” 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


An interesting discussion ensued upon Dr. Park’s paper, and it 
was voted to send the following telegram to the Governor of New 
York: “The American Surgical Association now in session here 
respectfully urge your signature to the appropriation now in the 
supply bill for the cancer laboratory.” 

It was announced that Dr. Halsted would operate at the Charity 
Hospital on Thursday at 8.30 A. M. 

Dr. J. McFadden Gaston read a paper entitled, ‘‘ Remedial Meas- 
ures in Obstruction of the Common Duct.” 

Dr. H. W. Cushing read a paper entitled, ‘Traumatic Rupture of 
Pancreas, Formation of Hemorrhagic Cyst; Operation; Pancreatic 
Fistula ; Recovery.” 

Dr. Carson read a paper entitled, ‘‘ Cerebellar Tumors.” 

Dr. Keen read a paper entitled, ““A Case of Appendicitis in which 
the Appendix became adherent to the Bladder and produced a Fecal 
Urinary Fistula.” 
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The following papers were read by title and referred to the Pub- 
lication Committee : 

“Nosology and Morphology of Tumors, True and False.” Ed- 
mond Souchon, M.D., New Orleans. 

“Prostatectomy.” L.C. Lane, M.D., San Francisco. 

‘¢ Some Cases not Operable.” David W. Cheever, M.D., Boston. 

‘“A Case of Fecal Communication with the Bladder, with Result- 
ing Calculus following Appendicitis.” George R. Fowler, M.D., 
New York. 

It was voted to meet the following day at 11 a. M. 


THIRD DAY.—THURSDAY, APRIL 21, 1898. 


EXECUTIVE (MORNING) SESSION. 


The Council reported on the By-Laws that had been referred to 


them: 
SECTION XII. 


Every Fellow on admission shall on admission pay an initiation fee of $25.00. 


The Council recommended that Section XII be amended so that 
it would read: 
SECTION XII. —INITIATION FEE. 


Every Fellow shall on admission pay an initiation fee of $50.00. 


It was woted, on motion of Dr. Marks, that Section XII be 
adopted. 
The Council recommended that Section XIII, be not changed. 


SECTION XIII.— ANNUAL DUES. 

There shall be an annual assessment of $10.00 payable on the first day of the 

session. 
t was voted, on motion of Dr. Ransohoff, that Section XIII be 

adopted. 

The Council recommended that a special assessment of $5.00 be 
adopted. 

It was voted to levy a special assessment of $5.00. 

Dr. Senn moved that any Fellow who has been a member in 
good standing for ten years may, by the payment of $250.00, be- 
come a life-member of the Association. 
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The Secretary stated that the Council recommended the adop- 
tion of this as a By-Law. 

Dr. Senn moved an amendment to reduce the amount to $200.00. 

Dr. Mastin moved, and Dr. Carmalt seconded, to lay the whole 
matter on the table. Lost. 

A discussion ensued on the advisability of adopting this By-Law, 
in which Drs. Ransohoff, Senn, Prewitt, Keen, Burrell and Willard 
took part, and in which the suggestion was made by Dr. Keen to 
reduce the amount for life-membership to $150.00, the money thus 
received to be invested as a permanent fund, the income to be used 
for the running expenses of the Association. 

Dr. Burrell moved, and Dr. Senn seconded, that the whole matter 
of the adoption of the life-membership clause be referred back to 
the Council to be reported next year. Carried. 

It was voted, upon motion of Dr. Burrell, that Section XII be 
reconsidered. Carried. 

Section XII was then reconsidered, amended and adopted, to read 


as follows: 
SECTION XII.—INITIATION FEE. 


Every Fellow shall on admission pay an initiation fee of $50,00, by which act 
he acknowledges and accepts the Constitution and By-Laws of the Association. 


An inquiry was made as to how close the Treasurer’s collections 
had been made, and Dr. Burrell read a letter from the Treasurer, 
which stated that all but one member of the Association had paid 
their dues. 

It was explained to the Association that the deficit had resulted 
from the expenses of the Detroit meeting, and Dr. Richardson gave 
the reasons therefor. 

Dr. Carmalt moved, and Dr. Matas seconded, that the following 
should be incorporated as a By-Law: ‘ That, in the election of 
candidates, the result of the voting shall not be announced until all 
the candidates have been balloted for.” 

Dr. Conner moved, as an amendment, and Dr. Senn seconded, 
that the proposed By-Law be made simply a Standing Rule. 


STANDING RULE I. That, in the election of candidates, the result of the vot- 


ing shall not be announced until all the candidates have been balloted for. 


Carried. 
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It was voted, on motion of Dr. Carmalt, to reconsider Article 
III of the Constitution, and to insert the following section to be 
known as Section VII, and to renumber Section VII as VIII, VIII 
gS i, po AS A, aNd Aas XI, 


SECTION VII. 


Any candidate for Fellowship that is rejected by the Association cannot again 
be proposed for membership except after the lapse of two years. 


Dr. Ransohoff moved, and Dr. Willard seconded, that the Con- 
stitution and By-Laws, as they had been in sections amended and 
adopted be now adopted as a whole. 

Carried. 

The following is the Constitution and By-Laws : 


CONSTITUTION OF THE AMERICAN SURGICAL ASSOCIATION. 


ARTICLE J.— NAME. 


This society shall be cailed THE AMERICAN SURGICAL ASSOCIATION. 


ARTICLE II. — OBJECT. 


The object of this Association shall be the cultivation and improvement of the 
science and art of surgery, the elevation of the medical profession and such 
other matters as may come legitimately within its sphere. 


ARTICLE III. — MEMBERSHIP. 


SEcT. 1.— This Association shall consist of active and honorary Fellows. 

SECT’. 2.— The active membership shall be limited to one hundred and twenty- 
five (125) Fellows. The honorary membership shall be limited to twenty-five (25) 
Fellows, of whom not more than fifteen (15) shall be foreign and the remainder 
American. 

SECT. 3.— Propositions for Fellowship shall be made by Fellows, on blanks 
furnished by the Secretary of the Association. The proposal of a candidate for 
Fellowship shall be signed by three Fellows, who shall vouch for his character 
and standing. No one shall be eligible for Fellowship unless he is thirty years of 
age and a graduate of five years’ standing from a recognized medical college, and 
has established a reputation as a practitioner, author, teacher or original investi- 
gator, and has been recommended by the Council. All propositions for Fellow- 
ship shall le over for one year from the time of their reception by the Association. 

SrEcr. 4.— The proposers of a candidate shall, within thirty days of the reception 
of the proposal for Fellowship, send to the Secretary a confidential letter, an 
abstract of which, without the name of the writer, shall be presented by the 
Secretary to the Council, and the original letter returned to the writer. 
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SEcT. 5.— Election to Fellowship shall be by ballot, on the third day of each 
annual meeting, and if three-fourths of the ballots are favorable, the candidate 
shall be declared elected. 

Sect. 6.— Fellows after election, must qualify within six (6) months by the 
payment of the initiation fee and annual dues. 

Secr. 7.— Any candidate for Fellowship that is rejected by the Association 
cannot again be proposed for membership except after the lapse of two years. 

Sect. 8.— Honorary Fellows shall be proposed and elected in the same man- 
ner as active Fellows. They shall not be required to pay any fees or dues, nor 
shall they be privileged to vote or hold office. 

SEcr. 9.—The resignation of a Fellow may be accepted by a two-thirds vote of 
the members present, provided he is not in arrears. 

Secr. to. — Any violation of the Constitution or By-Laws, or conduct unbe- 
coming a gentleman, may be punished by a reprimand, suspension or expulsion. 


ARTICLE IV. — OFFICERS. 


Sect. 1.— The officers of the Association shall consist of a President, two 
Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer and a Recorder. There shall also be a 
Council and a Committee on Annual Meeting. 

Secr. 2.— Nominations. All officers, including the member of the Council 
and the two (2) members of the Committee on Annual Meeting, and on every 
third year, a Delegate and Alternate to the Congress of American Physicians and 
Surgeons, shall be nominated by a committee of five Fellows, which committee 
shall be appointed by the President on the first day of the annual meeting. 

Secr. 3.— Elections. The election of officers shall take place at the executive 
session on the third day of the annual meeting. A majority of the votes cast 
shall constitute an election. 

SEecT. 4.— Vacancies. Any vacancy occurring during the year among the offi- 
cers of the Association shall be filled by the Council. 


BY-LAWS. 


SECTION I. — MEETINGS. 


The annual meeting of the Association shall be held at such time and place 
as may be designated by a vote of the Association. The selected place of meet- 
ing may be changed under extraordinary exigencies by a unanimous vote of the 
Council. The meeting shall continue for three days, unless otherwise ordered by 
a majority vote. 

SECTION II. — SPECIAL MEETINGS. 

A Special Meeting may be called at any time by the President, and it shall be 

his duty to do so upon the requisition in writing of any seven Fellows. 


SECTION III.— Quorum. 


For the transaction of business any number of Fellows at any meeting shall 
constitute a quorum. For elections, for changes in the Constitution and By-Laws, 
for ordering assessments or for the appropriation or expenditure of any sum of 
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money exceeding twenty-five dollars or for any other business affecting the inter- 
ests of the Association, fifteen Fellows shall be required to form a quorum. 
For the expulsion of a Fellow, twenty-five Fellows shall be required to form a 
quorum. 

SECTION IV.— DuTIES OF PRESIDENT AND VICE-PRESIDENT. 


The President shall preside at the meetings of the Association, preserve order, 
regulate debates, sign certificates of Fellowship, approve bills, appoint com- 
mittees not otherwise provided for, announce results of elections and perform all 
other duties legitimately appertaining to his office. In his absence, the Vice- 
President, in order of seniority, shall preside. In the absence of both Vice- 
Presidents, the Chair shall be taken by the senior Fellow (by election) of the 
Council, who may be present. 


SECTION V. — SECRETARY. 


The Secretary shall keep the Minutes of the Association, and shall issue, at 
least six weeks prior to the annual meeting, a preliminary program of the 
time and place of meeting, and business to be transacted. He shall also issue 
the final program of the annual meeting, and at the same time he shall issue a 
list of the names of the candidates for Fellowship that are under consideration by 
the Council. He shall attest all official acts requiring certification, in connection 
with, or independent of, the President; notify Officers and Fellows of their elec- 
tion; keep in his custody the Seal of the Association and affix it to all documents 
and papers that the Association may direct; take charge of all papers not other- 
wise provided for. He shall serve as secretary and keep Minutes of the meetings 
of the Council and of the Committee on Annual Meeting. 


SECTION VI. — TREASURER. 


It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all moneys and funds belonging 
to the Association. Te shall pay all bills when properly ordered by the Associa- 
tion and countersigned by the President, collect all dues and assessments as 
promptly as possible, report to the Association at each annual meeting the 
names of all Fellows in arrears, and who have, in accordance with the By-Laws 
regulating the same, forfeited their Fellowship. He shall present an annual 
account for audit. 

SECTION VII.— RECORDER. 

The Recorder shall receive all papers and reports of discussions on papers 
presented to the Association, and as the chairman of the Publication Committee, 
shall take charge of their publication. 


SECTION VIII.—CouNCIL. 


The Council shall consist of three Fellows elected at large, with the President, 
Secretary, Treasurer and Recorder ex officio. The terms of service of the mem- 
bers shall be three years, and at each annual meeting one shall be elected to take 
the place of the retiring member. 

Stated meetings of the Council shall be held at the call of the President, a 
majority of the members constituting a quorum. 

Special meetings of the Council may be held on the call of the President, or at 
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the request of three members of the Council, in the interval between the meet- 
ings of the Association. 

The President of the Association shall be the chairman, and the Secretary of 
the Association the secretary of the Council. 

The Council shall be the executive body of the Association, and accurate Min- 
utes of its proceedings, properly indexed, shall be kept by the Secretary. 

All propositions for Fellowship shall be submitted to it for action, and the 
names of those candidates only who have complied with the requirements of the 
Association and the rules of the Council, and who shall receive its favorable 
recommendation shall be presented to the Association for election as Fellows. 
It shall act as a Board of Censors for the trial of all alleged offences against the 
Constitution or By-Laws, or unprofessional conduct by any Fellow of the Asso- 
ciation, and it alone shall have the power of moving their expulsion. 


SECTION IX.—COMMITTEE ON ANNUAL MEETING. 


The Committee on Annual Meeting for each successive year shall consist of 
two (2) Fellows elected by the Association, and the President, Secretary and Re- 
corder ex officio, together with the Chairman of the Local Committee of Arrange- 
ments. The committee shall elect its own Chairman. 

The duties of this committee shall be the arranging for the scientific papers and 
discussions and the general program of the annual meeting. 

An Adjunct Local Committee of Arrangements of three members shall be ap- 
pointed by the President from Fellows residing at or near the next place of meet- 
ing. 

The committee shall have authority, by unanimous action, to invite papers to 
be read and topics to be presented by individuals outside of the Association. 

Meetings of this committee shall be held at the.call of the chairman. The 
Secretary of the Association shall be the secretary of this committee, and shall 
keep minutes of the meetings. 


SECTION X.— PUBLICATION COMMITTEE. 


The Publication Committee shall consist of the Recorder, Secretary and Treas- 
urer, of which committee the Recorder shall be the chairman. They shall have 
charge of the publication of the volume of Zyansactions submitting proof copies 
of all papers and discussions to authors, or to those taking part im the discussions, 
before their publication. They shall employ a competent stenographer to take 
reports of all discussions of papers on scientific subjects presented to the Asso- 
ciation, and to assist the Secretary in keeping the minutes of the meetings of the 
Association, of the Council and of the Committee on Annual Meeting. 

SECTION XI.— PAPERS AND REPORTS. 

All papers and reports read before the Association shall be delivered to the 
Recorder at the time of their presentation. If the expense of the publication of 
any paper shall exceed one hundred dollars, the cost of publication may, upon 
the unanimous vote of the Publication Committee, be subject to assessment upon 
the author. No paper shall be published in the Zrazsactions which has not been 
read in full before the Association or presented by title, nor elsewhere reported 
unless full credit is given to the Association. 
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SECTION XII.—INITIATION FEE. 
Every Fellow shall on admission, pay an initiation fee of $50.00, by which act 
he acknowledges and accepts the Constitution and By-Laws of the Association. 


SECTION XIII.— ANNUAL DUESs. 


There shall be an annual assessment of $10.00, payable on the first day of the 
session. 

SECTION XIV.— ARREARAGE OF FELLOwS. 

Any Fellow in arrears for one year, being notified of the fact by the Treasurer 
in writing and not paying his dues two months thereafter, shall forfeit his Fellow- 
ship, and it shall be the duty of the Treasurer to notify the Association of such 
forfeiture, which shall be entered on the Minutes and the name stricken from 
the list of Fellows. The notice aforesaid shall contain a copy of this section. 


SECTION XV.—INVITED GUESTS. 


Any Fellow may invite any medical man in good standing to a meeting of the 
Association, and every such visitor shall be -introduced to the President, and by 
the President to the Association, and his name entered upon the Minutes. The 
President may invite any such person to participate in the discussions, but all 
invited guests shall withdraw from the executive session. 


SECTION XVI.— SEAL AND CERTIFICATE OF FELLOWSHIP. 


The Association shall have a distinct seal as well as a certificate of Fellow- 
ship, to a copy of which, signed by the President and Secretary, every Fellow 
shall be entitled.

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SECTION XVIII.— RULES OF ORDER. 


The proceedings of the Association shall be conducted under the usual parlia- 
mentary rules of order. 


SECTION XIX.— ALTERATIONS IN THE CONSTITUTION AND By-LAws. 

No part of the Constitution or By-Laws shall be amended, altered or repealed, 
except at a regular annual meeting. The suggested amendment, alteration or 
repeal in the Constitution or By-Law shall have been presented at a previous 
annual meeting, signed by three Fellows. The adoption of the suggested 
amendment, alteration or repeal shall be by the vote of three-fourths of the Fel- 
lows present. 

It was woted, upon motion of Dr. Senn, that all rules, regula- 
tions, standing votes and by-laws of any description, adopted prior 
to the present Constitution and By-Laws, are hereby rescinded. 

It was voted, upon motion of Dr. Park, that the Recorder of the 
Association be authorized to advertise among the members of the 
Association the fact that volumes of the Zxausactions of the Associa- 
tion are in his hands for sale. 

The Secretary reported that the Council recommended the accept- 
ance of the resignation of Drs. Billings and Stimson. 

It was voted to accept the resignations of Drs. Billings and 
Stimson. 

Dr. Mastin moved that the new Constitution and By-Laws be 
printed separately as well as in the Zransactions. 

Dr. Conner moved an amendment, by asking that the new Con- 
stitution and By-Laws be printed in the Zrazsactions, and that sepa- 
rate reprints be made therefrom.

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the disease and of the baneful effects of “shot-gun” quarantines, and the Asso- 
tion approves of the quarantine regulations adopted by the Atlanta Convention, 
which the interested State Health Boards and United States Marine Hospital 
framed. 


The Secretary reported that the Council recommended that Dr. 
Isham be dropped from Fellowship in the Association. It was 
voted that Dr. Isham’s name be dropped. 

It was voted, upon motion of Dr. Mastin, that the Address of 
welcome of Dr. Holt, of New Orleans, be printed in the Zrans- 
actions.

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TREASURERS REPORT. 


302 WASHINGTON AVE, BROOKLYN, N. Y., April 16, 1898. 
To THE FELLOWS OF THE AMERICAN SURGICAL ASSOCIATION. 

The annual report of the Treasurer of the Association is herewith presented 
together with the vouchers representing the expenditures for the time covered by 
the term of office of the present incumbent. It will be noted that a deficiency of 
$456.53 exists, the amount necessary to cover which has been advanced by the 
‘Treasurer. 

An examination of the detailed report and a comparison of these. with the 
vouchers will show that a considerable portion of the expenditure has been for 
indebtedness incurred in connection with the Detroit and Washington meetings. 

In order to meet the present deficit and at the same time provide sufficient 
revenue for carrying on the work of the Association it will be necessary either to 
levy an assessment upon those composing the present membership, increase the 
membership dues, or increase the number of members for the purpose of provid- 
ing an increased revenue. The latter course is mentioned last as being the least 
desirable, in my judgment. 

Attention is directed to the fact that the income of the Association has been 
strained to its utmost to secure money to meet its expenses; but a single mem- 
ber of the Association is in arrears and that for only one year.

FIRST DAY, WEDNESDAY, MAY 31, 1899. 


MORNING SESSION. 


The Association met in the rooms of the Chicago Medical Society, 
and was called to.order at 10 a.m. by the President, Dr, W. W. 
Keen, of Philadelphia, who introduced Professor De Laskie Miller, 
of Chicago.

OF THEPX-RAYS.

To THE FELLOWS OF THE AMERICAN SURGICAL ASSOCIATION: 


Gentlemen,— The Committee on the Medico-legal Relations of the X-rays 
begs to report progress, and respectfully asks to be continued. The committee 
feels that the position taken finally on this question by this Association should 
rest upon the broadest possible foundation. The evidence now available is in- 
sufficient for the purpose of drawing general conclusions which may serve as 
a safe guide to both the medical and legal professions in appropriate cases. 
While the value of the X-rays in surgery and even in medicine is obviously in- 
creasing, it is equally apparent that with their more extended use the opportuni- 
ties for misinterpretation are also multiplying. It is most important that we 
should be able to state and to illustrate at least the most common examples of 
conditions under which the evidence offered by the X-rays may be unreliable. 

The committee once more begs the members of the Association to aid it by 
supplying carefully observed and recorded personal cases with negatives or prints, 
and by calling attention to any others that may be useful in this relation.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON INTERNATIONAL SURGICAL 
CONGRESS:

To THE AMERICAN SURGICAL ASSOCIATION : 


Gentlemen,— The Committee on the International Surgical Congress begs 
leave to report that they made numerous attempts to obtain the co-operation of 
the British surgeons, especially last summer, when the British Medical Association 
met in Edinburgh. Their efforts were seconded by Professor Chiene and others, 
but have failed of success. The committee, therefore, deem it best to relinquish 
the project entirely for the present.

THE PRESIDENT.— The next committee to report is the one on 
Advancement and Protection of Research Work, the chairman of 
which is Dr. Park. 

Dr. RoswELL ParK.—I believe this committee was appointed 
through a- resolution introduced and adopted at the New Orleans 
meeting last year. I do not know who introduced the resolution, or 
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for what purpose it was introduced exactly. My colleagues were 
absent during the summer, and we have had no opportunity to get 
together until recently. JI am perfectly willing to do anything we 
can to suggest a plan of co-operation; and it is hoped that we may 
have a meeting during the session of this body, and, if it is desired 
to continue the committee, we will do what we can. It has been 
impossible for us to get together until now. 

Dr. W. W. KEeEeN.—I will say for the information of Dr. Park 
that this committee was appointed for the purpose of taking active 
steps in counteracting the influence of those opposed to vivisection, 
and especially the bills that are now pending in Congress and some 
of our State legislatures. A committee has been appointed from 
the American Association of Physicians, the Physiological Associa- 
tion, one by the Veterinarians, one from the Stock Yards Associa- 
tion, the members of which are not medical men, but are interested 
in the protection and life of cattle; and this committee was appointed 
for the purpose of co-operating with them. Only three days ago I 
received a letter from a prominent layman of liberal views, stating 
that he had just received a pamphlet from the American Humane 
Association (a very deceptive name), this Association publishing it 
as a pamphlet by the government, you observe, through Senator 
Gallinger. It contains a number of papers that have been published 
at various times by others than members of the Senate or of the 
House. As he wrote to me, this pamphlet makes grewsome reading, 
and that, if the statements contained therein are true, it is time for 
the laity to calla halt. JI mention this to show the effect on the 
minds of liberal-minded people. This Humane Association is doing 
an immense amount of missionary work in poisoning the minds of 
the laity against research work. Now, if research work is to be re- 
stricted, you know as well as I that it simply means that surgery 
must come largely to a standstill. It was for the purpose of counter- 
acting this influence of the anti-vivisectionists that this committee 
was appointed for the purpose of devising some scheme by which 
a great deal of effective work could be done in the next year. It 
will be necessary to do so because Senator Gallinger means to push 
his anti-vivisection bill. 

Dr. Park.—I move that the committee be continued, and that 
Dr. Keen be made a member of it. Carried. 
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THE PRESIDENT.— The next committee to report is the one on 
Necrology, Dr. Mears, chairman. 

The Secretary read the report of Committee on Necrology which 
will appear in the * Transactions.” 

On motion of Dr. Park the Secretary was instructed to include in 
the report the names of Drs.

In the matter of a delegate to the Congress of American Physi- 
cians and Surgeons for the Washington meeting in 1g00 the Sec- 
retary read the following communication from Dr. William M. 
Mastin : —

Dr. HERBERT L. BURRELL, Secretary of the American Surgical Association : 


Dear Doctor,—J have intended writing to you ever since my return from the 
meeting of the Executive Committee of the Congress, giving you an outline of the 
work done; but an accumulation of matters here during my absence has engaged 
my every moment. 

The committee met at the Union Club, New York City, March 18, at 8.30 
P.M., with Dr. Landon Carter Gray (of the neurological), Chairman, and Dr. W. K. 
Simpson (laryngological), Secretary. All of the fourteen societies were represented. 

The principal points of discussion in the organization of the Congress were the 
place of meeting, the number and length of sessions to be given to Congress work, 
and the character of subject or subjects for discussion. After a general consider- 
ation of these points the following plan of organization was adopted : — 

The Congress to cover a period of three days, and Washington the place of 
meeting. The afternoons of the first and second days to be devoted to the Con- 
gress proper; the Presidential Address to be delivered on the evening of the second 
day; a general banquet to be held on the evening of the third (last) day,—leav- 
ing the forenoons of all three days, the afternoon of the third day, and the evening 
of the first day for the individual sessions, social and scientific, of the several par- 
ticipating societies. 

It was unanimously agreed that the subject for discussion should be so broad in 
character as to carry, as much as possible, a general interest for all the associations. 

The programme and arrangements were left to a sub-committee, as heretofore, 
consisting of seven members; namely, the President, Secretary, and Treasurer of the 
Congress, the Chairman and Secretary of the Executive Committee, and two others 
at large (chosen from the Executive Committee), Drs. Jacobi and Osler. It was 
also decided that each society. should send a representative who should look after 
the individual interests of his society in the way of selecting and securing proper 
apartments for the sessions of his respective society, etc., but acting, of course, in 
conjunction with the Committee of Arrangements. 

Dr. Bowditch, of your city, was, as you know, elected President. I do not 
think it has been customary for the delegate to the Congress to make a written 
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report to the Surgical Association; and, therefore, I will not prepare such a docu- 
ment, but, as it will probably be inconvenient for me to be present at the meeting 
in Chicago next month, if a report should be called for, the present outline will 
furnish all needed information in regard to the subject. I shall make every en- 
deavor, however, to go to Chicago, where I hope to have the pleasure of see- 
ing you.

The Secretary issued reply postal cards in October, request- 
ing members to suggest subjects for discussion and inviting 
volunteer papers. The committee would respectfully request 
members to actively co-operate by sending any suggestions for 
improvement in the annual meetings. 
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On Nov. 4, 1899, the committee met in New York, and all 
were present except Dr. Martin. The Secretary read the sub- 
jects for discussion that had been suggested by the members of 
the Association for the meeting in 1900. After careful con- 
sideration it was determined to have only one set subject for 
discussion by the Association, the remainder of the time to be 
occupied by volunteer papers. 

After deliberation it was decided to select the Surgery of the 
Stomach as the subject for discussion, and to invite gentlemen to 
read fifteen-minute papers on the various sections of this subject. 
Also, two gentlemen to open the discussion, ten minutes each. 
Volunteer papers were to be welcomed, and limited to fifteen 
minutes, the contributor to designate a person to open the dis- 
cussion. 

The committee has arranged a programme, which is in the 
hands of the Fellows of the Association. The committee 
requests the fullest criticism of their work, in order that the in- 
terests of the society may be served.

I would like to add another example to the difficulties met with in connection 
with skiagraphy. I think Dr. Taylor brought before the Association some time 
ago a skiagraph in which a needle, which was known to be present, was not 
shown by the picture; and I remember a case during the past year of a little 
child three years old who was brought to my office by a doctor, in which a needle 
one and one-eighth inches long was shown by the skiagraph to be present between 
the cuboid and the os calcis. The needle could be seen perfectly well, standing 
right upright in the skiagraph ; but, upon opening up the foot on the inside and 
carefully examining an area of about three inches, the needle was nowhere to be 
found. 


The Committee on Standard -Nomenclature and Study of 
Tumors, owing to the illness of Dr. Park, made no report.

Dear Sir,— As chairman of the committee appointed at the 
last meeting of the American Surgical Association to confer 
with other organizations for the Promotion and Protection of 
Research Work, I beg to report that this committee held a 
meeting in New York, Nov. 4, 1899. At this time they gave 
the whole subject long and earnest consideration. Various 
possible actions were discussed, including the formation of a 
special society for this work, etc. But, in view of the many 
difficulties ahead, it was finally decided best to defer action for 
the present. 

The committee, however, advise the continuance of some 
such standing committee, authorized at any time to take appro- 
priate action, and to secure co-operation of other interested indi- 
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viduals or associations, whenever in their judgment it may seem 
wise. In other words, we advise the maintenance of a standing 
committee on Protection of Research Work, with power to act.

The President then made the following remarks : — 


I should be unjust to myself, did I fail at the opening of our 
meeting to tell you with what feelings I assume the chair upon 
this occasion. When last year, during my enforced absence and 
confinement in bed, you did me the great honor of electing me 
President of this Association, you thereby raised me to a point 
where my own ambition had never placed me, and to a dignity 
which. I never dared» hope*to -attaine* "Po bewelevated to ihe 
highest office in the gift of the surgeons of America is not only 
the professional event of one’s lifetime, but is a matter to make 
one pause and think seriously how, if in any way, he may 
deserve such honor. Certain I am that, whether the position 
could ever be less worthily bestowed, it can never be given to 
one who will appreciate its dignity and its honorabieness more 
than I do. I beg to assure you, therefore, of my profound 
gratitude and deep appreciation of what you thus did, and to 
assure you that, if in the future in any way I may prove to have 
deserved it, I shall be even more happy and more proud than I 
am to-day. 

In presiding over our deliberations for the ensuing meeting, it 
is not necessary for me to call your attention to the high order 
of the papers presented and the discussions promised, as shown 
by our program. The volumes of our Transactions bear ample 
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evidence of the importance and the dignity of our work in the 
past. In fact, I know of but one factor which could give them 
more influence than they now possess; and that is the number 
of members of this Association. I am well aware that in times 
past there have been honest differences of opinion, partly 
between our older and younger fellows, as to the advisability of 
a carefully restricted membership list, or the opening of the 
Association without numerical hmit to all who are really inter- 
ested in and devoted to the practice of surgery. For my own 
part, I have always allied myself rather with the latter party, 
feeling that the influence for good, of which we are capable, 
would be enhanced by a larger rather than by a restricted 
number of members. Eminence in surgery should take place so 
far above all personal sentiment or the lmits of personal 
acquaintance that it would seem that we can hardly afford not 
to be broad in our views and comprehensive in our opportunities. 
It is not possible, within the hmit of one hundred or even one 
hundred and twenty-five, to include all those men in this country 
who are doing first-class surgical work, who are both our col- 
leagues and compeers, and from whose association we should 
gather much of common benefit. I believe that the influence of 
this Association would be more wide-spread and more powerfully 
felt, were it to include the collective surgeons of America rather 
than a limited body of men. I believe that we should reach out 
our helping hands towards men in the smaller cities, towards the 
surgeons of the smaller schools and hospitals, and offer freely of 
what we may give to them in return for that which they may 
afford to us. I, therefore, appeal to the catholic sentiment of 
the Fellows, while not making the standard of admission any 
lower than it now is, to open the doors more widely to all those 
who can show cause why they should be admitted, feeling that 
in this respect we should be ona par with the surgical associations 
of Germany, France, and Italy. 

So far as our business policy or business affairs are concerned, 
I have very few recommendations to make to you. I would 
remind you of the fact that there stand upon our list of officers 
two committees with which we probably might now well 
dispense. One of these is the Committee for Conference with 
National Organizations as to the Advancement and Protection 
of Research Work, which was created in 1898. This committee 
last year submitted a report which was, however, brief and to 
the effect that it had not seen any way during the previous year 
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in which to make itself useful. The report this year is to the 
same effect. There apparently has been nothing to come before 
them. While it is true that the Gallinger bill has not been 
brought up at Washington this year, it may come up again next 
year. Nevertheless, should this committee be discharged, it is 
quite within the scope and power of the President, I think, under 
the circumstances, to appoint a special committee to take cog- 
nizance of whatever is needed. I would suggest, therefore, that 
this committee be discharged. 

The attention of the Fellows of this Association has, by the 
way, doubtless been attracted towards the correspondence which 
took place some weeks ago between Dr. Keen, who is a member 
of the Research Committee, and the President of the so-called 
American Humane Association, which was widely published and 
distributed. It set forth so completely the attitude of scientific 
men upon the subject of vivisection and illustrated the spurious 
logic and the dishonest methods of the anti-vivisection agitators 
in such a way as to be a communication of importance to all 
medical and scientific men. It so completely covered the 
ground that it would seem to be quite unnecessary to now devote 
further attention to the subject. 

The other is the Committee on Standard Nomenclature and 
Study of Tumors, created in 1895, on resolution introduced by 
myself. It has not seemed possible in the years during which 
we have been working to submit any nomenclature which should 
be universally satisfactory or generally adopted. Neither has 
the committee, as such, been able to enter upon any collective 
study of tumors. Reports and papers by individual members of 
said committee have been introduced at each meeting; but the 
committee itself has, in my estimation, failed to justify its con- 
tinuance, and I would suggest its discharge. 

During the past year death has made serious inroads in our 
ranks, and I have to chronicle the decease and loss to us of five 
Fellows of the Association and one Honorary Fellow abroad. 
Ivreter, of course, to“@tine *death of Drs, John Asihurst.jHanter 
MeGuire?LewistA\ Sayre TW “Miller ands) 2h Weise ya ine 
contributions to surgery made by these distinguished gentlemen 
have rendered their names famous over the entire civilized 
world, and they will be remembered always with deepest regret 
and sense of actual loss. In the death of Professor Leopold 
Ollier, of Lyons, France, not only this Association, but the world 
at large, has lost a distinguished colleague, whose services to 
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experimental surgery have been almost inestimable. It is doubt- 
ful if any other surgeon has resorted to so much laboratory work 
in the demonstration of original ideas or has so taught us the 
value of experimental research as did Ollier. His tremendous 
works on Regeneration of Bone and Exsection of Joints are 
monuments of tireless industry and painstaking research. The 
city of Lyons does well to honor him with a projected monu- 
ment; and the surgeons of this country who have contributed, 
as many have, towards this project, have done the little that 
was in their power to testify to their appreciation of his work 
and the value of the lessons which he taught. In fact, we may 
find much in the lifetime of each of these great men to serve as 
models of study, of temperament and industry, for us all. 

And now that I have brought these few matters to your 
attention, and asked your kindly consideration thereof, let me 
bespeak for our meeting that general interest and activity of dis- 
cussion in which we have never failed in times past, and that 
mutual consideration for each other’s views and that mutual 
desire to increase our usefulness which characterize the free in 
thought, the reverent in temper, and the scientific in method. 
I thank you again for placing me in the position where I may 
address these words to you in this way.

There being no report from the Committee on Necrology, Dr. 
Burrell moved that, when received, it take the usual course.

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The President referred to a communication received in refer- 
ence to the Congress on tuberculosis, and asked the pleasure of 
the Association in reference thereto. After some discussion it 
was decided to not send a delegate to the Congress. 

Dr. Burrell read communications from Milwaukee and Albany, 
inviting the Association to meet in those cities next year.

GENERAL SEssion.— The President then referred to the fact 
that Dr. A. W. Mayo Robson, of England, was present, and in- 
troduced him to the Association. 

Dr. Robson thanked the members for their kindly greeting, 
and expressed himself as pleased to be with them.

Amendment to Article III. Section II. 

“The Active Membership shall be limited to one hundred and 
twenty-five Fellows. Any Fellow who has been an Active mem- 
ber for fifteen years, may upon his application to the Council, be 
placed upon the list of Emeritus Iellows. lellows Emeritus may 
take active part in the proceedings, but may not hold any office 
in the Association.”

This paper was discussed by Drs. Mears and Ferguson, and 
the discussion was closed by the author. 

On motion of Dr. Alexander Hugh Ferguson, a vote of thanks 
was extended to Dr. Brophy for his able paper, the great amount 
of time and labor he had put on it, and for the practical and 
admirable manner in which he had presented the subject. 

The Association then adjourned until Thursday at 9:30 A. M. 

Tuirp Day, THuRsDAY Morninc, 9:30 O’cLock.—The Asso- 
ciation was called to order by the President.

Tellows Emeritus may 
take active part in the proceedings, but may not hold any office in 
the Association.” 


Dr. Willard moved that the amendments be adopted. Sec- 
onded. 


Dr. Keen moved to amend the amendment as follows: ‘ The 
Association shall consist of Active, Senior, and Honorary Fellows, 
instead of Emeritus.” 


As to Section XIII., whether the assessment be five dollars or 
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otherwise, it was a matter of indifference; but this section would 
have to be changed in case the previous amendment was adopted, 
substituting the word “ Senior” for Emeritus. 


As to the third amendment, he moved to amend it in this wise: 


“Any Fellow who has been an active member for twenty years 
shall be placed upon the list of Senior Fellows.” 

He also proposed another amendment, which was intended to 
counterbalance the previous one, to be acted upon next year, 
namely, “ That not more than ten men shall be elected to Fellow- 
ship in any one year.”

The President appointed on this committee Drs. W. W. Keen, 
De Forest Willard and John C. Oliver. 


Dr. Keen offered the following amendment, which was referred 
to said committee: 


Amendment.to Article 11D, Section) 1. -“ This) Association 
shall consist of Active, Senior and Honorary Fellows.” 


Amendment to Article III., Section 2. “ The Active Fellowship 
shall be limited to 125. Any one who has been an Active Fellow 
for twenty years shall be placed upon the list of Senior Fellows.” 


These amendments were signed by Dr. W. W. Keen. 


Amendment to Article III., Section 2. “ At any meeting not 
more than ten new Fellows shall be elected.” 


This amendment was signed by Drs. W. W. Keen, S. H. Weeks 
and M. H. Richardson. To be considered in 1905. 


The Secretary read the following amendment to Article IIL.,

Section 2, line 4, which had been presented in 1903: 


“Strike out all the paragraph following the word ‘ Fellows,’ 
i. e., ‘Of whom not more than fifteen shall be foreign, and the 
remainder American,’ so that the Section shall read, ‘ The Hon- 
orary Membership shall be limited to twenty-five I‘ellows.’ ” 
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On motion of Dr. Joseph Ransohoff, this amendment was 
adopted. 

The Secretary then read the following amendment to be acted 
upon in 1905: 

Amendment to Article III., Section XI: 

“Any Active Fellow, who shall absent himself from three con- 
secutive meetings, or who has not during that time presented a 
paper for discussion, shall be dropped from the roll, unless because 
of valid reason or by vote of the Association.”

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On motion of Dr. Willard, the report of the Recorder was ac- 
cepted and placed on file. 


The President appointed as.a Nominating Committee, Drs. 
Willard, Richardson, Warren, Park and Powers. 


Dr. Rixford, Chairman of the Local Committee of Arrangements, 
made several announcements as to entertainments, a smoker, etc., 
on behalf of that Committee. 


Dr. Warren moved that members of the medical profession of 
San Francisco and visiting physicians on their way to Portland to 
attend the meeting of the American Medical Association be invited 
to attend the sections. “his motion was seconded and carried. 


Under the head of ““New Business,’’ the Secretary stated that he 
had a report to present from the Committee appointed to consider 
amendments to the Constitution which were proposed in 1903 and 


1904. It was as follows: 


To_THE AMERICAN SURGICAL ASSOCIATION : 
Gentlemen: 


The Committee appointed to consider the many amendments to 
the Constitution, which were proposed in 1903 and 1904, which 
will be found in the Minutes of the meeting for 1904, pp. 502 and 
504, begs leave to report as follows: 


The Committee has carefully considered the amendments offered 
and has also consulted directly and indirectly with a very considerable 
number of Fellows of the Association. Asa result of these deliber- 
ations, we recommend that the following Amendments be passed : 


(1) Those offered by Dr. Park in 1803 (Minutes, 1904, 
p. 502) amended so as to read (Article III, Section 1, of the Con- 
stitution), This Association shall consist of “Active, Senior and 
Honorary Fellows.”’ 


(2) In Section II, that for the words ‘“‘one hundred and 
twenty-five,’’ the following be substituted so that the part relating to 
Active Fellows shall read as follows: ‘The Active Membership 
shall be limited to one hundred and fifty Fellows. At any Annual 
Meeting not more than eight new Fellows shall be elected.”’ 


(3) That in Article III, a new Section, to be numbered Sec- 
tion VIII, shall be inserted, reading as follows, “Any Fellow who 
has been an Active Fellow for fifteen years, upon his application to 
the Council may be placed in the list of Senior Fellows. Senior 
Fellows shall not be required to pay any fees or dues.”’ 
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(4) That Sections VIII, IX and X shall be re-numbered IX, 
Mand Als 


(5) That the amendment proposed last year by Drs. Willard, 
Moore, Dandridge and Ransohoff (Minutes 1904, p. 504) shall be 
added to Article III of the Constitution and numbered Section 
XII, and shall read as follows: “Any Active Fellow who shall ab- 
sent himself from three consecutive meetings, and who, during that 
time, has not presented a paper for discussion, shall be notified of 
the fact by the Secretary, and shall be dropped from the roll unless 
excused for a valid reason by vote of the Council.” 


Inasmuch as all these are amendments which have been offered 
either one or two years ago, in the opinion of the Committee it 1s 
competent for the Association to adopt them at the Executive 
Session on the first day of the meeting, so as to make them opera- 
tive this year. “This is extremely desirable inasmuch as there are 
now about twenty candidates for election, and it would be well for 
the Council to know in advance of the Executive Meeting when 
new Fellows are elected, upon what basis they should proceed, inas- 
much as at present there are but two vacancies.

After reading the report, Dr. Allen moved that it be received and 
that the Amendments be considered paragraph by paragraph. ‘This 
motion was seconded and carried. 

The Secretary read Paragraph 1, viz.: ‘“This Association shall 
consist of Active, Senior and Honorary Fellows.’? On motion of 
Dr. Ochsner this was adopted. 

Paragraph 2 was read, after which Dr. Harte moved to amend so 
as to read: ‘That at any annual meeting not more than five new 
Fellows may be elected.’’ Seconded. 

After a discussion of Dr. Harte’s Amendment by Drs. Warren, 
Richardson, Harte, Carmalt, Ochsner and Mayo, the general trend 
of which was in favor of electing eight active Fellows annually in- 
stead of five, Dr. Harte withdrew his Amendment. 

Dr. Ochsner then moved the adoption of the amendment offered 
in Section 2, viz.: ‘‘At any Annual Meeting not more than eight 
new Fellows may be elected.”’ ‘This was carried. 

The Secretary then asked for a ruling by the Chair as to the 
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constitutionality of the portion of the Amendment offered by the 
Committee pertaining to the increase of membership from 125 to 
150. He pointed out the fact that the notice of Amendments 
offered at the meeting in 1904 contemplated no such change in 
membership, also that to pass such an Amendment without due 
notice, was contrary to Section XIX of the By-Laws. 

The Chair ruled that this portion of the Amendment to Article 
III, Section 2, of the Constitution was out of order. 

Paragraph 3 was read, and, on motion of Dr. Mayo, the recom- 
mendation contained therein was adopted. It was as follows: 
Amendment to Article III, being a new section, viz., Section 8, 
‘‘Any Fellow who has been an Active Fellow for fifteen years, upon 
his application to the Council, may be placed in the list of Senior 
Fellows.”’ 


On motion Sections 8, 9 and 10 of Article III were re-numbered 


Sections 9, 10 and 11. 


The Secretary read the Amendment proposed by Drs. Willard, 
Moore, Dandridge and Ransohoff, to become Article III, Section 12. 

Dr. Harte said that as the wording of this paragraph was ambigu- 
ous, he would move to amend, the same as follows: ““Any Active 
Fellow who shall absent himself from three consecutive meetings, 
and who during that time has not presented a paper for discussion, 
shall be dropped from Fellowship in the Association. He shall then 
be notified of this fact by the Secretary, and can only be re-instated 
by unanimous vote of the Council on presentation of valid reasons.”’ 

The Amendment was seconded, accepted and the original motion 
as amended was carried. 


GENERAL SESSION.—Dr. Emmet Rixford, of San Francisco, Vice- 
President, took the Chair, and President Johnson delivered his Ad- 
dress.

Dr. Chas. A. Powers read a paper entitled “‘Non-parasitic Cysts 
of the Spleen.”’ 
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A paper by Dr. N. B. Carson entitled “‘Excision of the Bladder 
for Malignant Disease’’ was read by title at the request of the 
author. 


Dr. Roswell Park read a paper entitled ‘“ The Status Lymphaticus 
and Ductless Glands.”’ 


On motion of Dr. Willard, the next paper, by Dr. John B. 
Roberts entitled ‘Excision in Congenital Posterior Dislocations of 
the Humerus,”’ in the absence of the author was read by title and 
referred to the Committee on Publication. 


Dr. George Tully Vaughan read a paper entitled ‘‘Patent 
Urachus,”’ with a Review of the Cases Reported: Operation on a 
Case, Complicated with Stone in the Kidney.’

Fowler, and in closing by the author. 


Dr. Thomas W. Huntington read a paper entitled, ““A Review 
of the End Results in Cases of Exophthalmic Goitre Treated Sur- 
gically.”’ 

Discussed by Drs. Park, Ochsner, Mayo, Rixford, Vander Veer, 


and in closing by the author. 


On motion the Association then adjourned until Friday at 9:30 
A. M. 


THIRD DAY, FRIDAY MORNING, 9:30 o’CLock.—The _ Associ- 


ation met in Executive Session at 9:30 A. M., with the President 
in thre-chair. 


The Secretary read a communication from Dr. Raymond Guiteras, 
asking that the Association contribute $25.00 toward the fifteenth 
International Medical Congress as a part of the expenses of the 
American Committee. 

Dr. Willard moved that the Association appropriate $25.00 for 
the purpose mentioned, directing the Treasurer to forward this 
amount to Dr. Guiteras.

The—Secretary presented the resignation of Dr. Louis A. La 
Garde as an Active Fellow of the Association, and moved its 
acceptance.

The Recorder stated that the report corresponded to the Re- 
corder’s report. He called attention to the fact that the publi- 
caion of the Transactions for the year just passed had been 
amnecessarily delayed. There were several reasons why the 
Transactions were delayed. First, there was difficulty in get-

ting manuscripts from the members. Second, there was care- 
lessness on the part of certain members in returning proof when 
it was sent to them. Third, the printer’s strike delayed the 
Transactions considerably. 

The question of cuts was an important one. Heretofore, 
nearly ali the papers had’ been published in the Annals of Sur- 
gery. A certain amount of friction had arisen between the 
publishers of this journal and the publishers of the Transactions, 
and as a result the Recorder had had considerable trouble in 
procuring from the publishers of the Annals of Surgery cuts 
with which to illustrate the papers published in the Transactions. 
He, therefore, recommended to the Association that hereafter 
all cuts for publication in the Transactions shall be handed 
directly to the Recorder, and reproduction from the same shall 
be made by the publisher of the pmeersee If the author de- 
sires eben in any journals the expense of said cuts are 
to be ‘divided between the Association and the journal in which 
the paper is published. 

On motion of Dr. F. J. Lutz, the suggestions offered by the Re- 
corder were concurred in. 

On behalf of the local committee of Arrangements its chair- 
man, Dr. Dudley P. Allen, reported as follows: 

On Wednesday evening, May 30th, at 7 o’clock, the Fellows 
will be entertained by the Local Committee-at a dinner to be 
given at the Union Club. 

On Thursday afternoon, Mav 31st, at 2:30, the Fellows will 
be taken for an auto ride through the parks; wil! visit the Euclid 
Club and be entertained at tea at the Country Club.

The Treasurer remarked that a year ago the Association had a 
cash balance of $1138, while today the cash balance is $388, show- 
ing that our expenses at this. time are out of proportion to our 
income. During the last few years the expenses of the Association 
have been constantly on the increase. The Transactions are grow- 
ing larger, the cost of printing and illustrations increasing, while 
the dues have remained fixed. He stated that the expenses of the 
past year had amounted practically to the sum of $20 for each 
Active Fellow, and unless provision be made for the coming year 
there would certainly be a deficit.

It was moved by Dr. Dandridge, seconded and carried, that the 
question of increasing the annual assessment be referred to Council, 
and that a report be made at the final session of this meeting. 

On motion the report of the Treasurer was referred to the 
Auditing Committee appointed by the President—Dr. George 
Tully Vaughan and Dr. Joseph Ransohoff.

The report of the Committee on Annual Meeting was presented 
by the Secretary in the form of the printed program. 
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The report of the Publication Committee was included in the 
report of the Recorder presented by Dr. Richard H, Harte. 

The report of the Adjunct Local Committee of Arrangements was 
presented by Dr. Edward Martin. This was so voluminous and 
vivid in its word paintings that an abstract alone follows.

Albert J. Ochsner, “The Treatment of Post-operative Fistula and

On motion, the Association adjourned until Saturday morning 
at 9.30. 

TuirD Day, JUNE 5—MorNING SESSION. 


The Association met in Executive Session at 9.35 A.M., and was 
called to order by the President. 

The Auditing Committee reported that the accounts of the 
Treasurer and Secretary had been found correct. 

It was moved and carried that the report be accepted and the 
accounts filed. 

The Secretary presented an abstract of a letter upon the pro- 
gram of the Congress of American Physicians and Surgeons for 
1910, and moved that it be referred to the Committee on Annual 
Meeting for action.

The Secretary presented a letter from the George Washington 
Memorial Association, which desired the codperation of the Ameri- 
can Surgical Association in erecting, endowing, and equipping a 
building in the City of Washington, where the meetings of national 
and other societies can be held. 

It was moved, seconded, and carried that this letter be referred 
to the Committee on Permanent Home. 

The Secretary read an invitation from Dr. James Tyson, Presi- 
dent of the College of Physicians, inviting the Fellows of the Society 
to visit the new College building on Twenty-second Street. 

Dr. F. H. Gerrish, on behalf of the Committee on Necrology, 
reported as follows:

The report of the Committee on Annual Meeting was presented 
by the Secretary in the form of the printed program. 

The report of the Adjunct Local Committee of Arrangements 
was presented by the Chairman, Dr. George Tully Vaughan, who 
announced that luncheon would be provided each day in a room 
adjoining the meeting room for the Fellows of the Association, at 
the rate of two dollars each; that the Association would hold its 
annual dinner at the New Willard on Tuesday evening, May 3, 
at 7.30 o’clock. He also announced that Mrs. Vaughan would 
give a tea for the Fellows of the Association and the ladies accom- 
panying them, on Wednesday afternoon, May 4, from four until 
seven o’clock, at 1829 I Street, and that there would be automobiles 
at the hotel to take the guests to the tea. The house mentioned 
was chosen for the tea as it is one which is being considered by 
the Committee on Permanent Home for purchase. 

The President expressed his satisfaction and appreciation of 
the work done by the Adjunct Local Committee of Arrangements 


‘ 
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in behalf of the Association, and suggested that a vote of thanks 
from the Association was in order. Such a vote was then 
given. 

The Secretary moved, in view of the fact that the American 
Gynecological Association was to meet with the American Surgical 
Association in a joint discussion on Thursday, that the attending 
members of the visiting Association be invited to participate in 
the luncheon of the American Surgical Association as its guests. 
This motion was seconded and carried. 

The report of the Committee on Charter was presented by Dr. 
J. Ewing Mears. He reported that the Charter had been obtained. 
On making inquiry as to how this was to be‘ obtained, it was found 
that it was not practicable to obtain a Charter from the United 
States Government or from any State, this being merely a literary 
association, so that the Charter was obtained from the City of 
Philadelphia, signed, sealed, and delivered, signed by officials of 
the courts and forty-two members of the Association, who were 
chosen to represent the various parts of the country. He further 
stated that the Committee had obtained the permission of the Col- 
lege of Physicians of Philadelphia to deposit this Charter in their 
vault, they receiving it merely on deposit without incurring any 
responsibility. The fact of such deposit will be noted on the books 
of the College of Physicians of Philadelphia, and Dr. Mears sug- 
gested that it also be recorded on the books of the American Surgi- 
cal Association for future reference. 

Dr. Harte amended the preceding report by the statement that 
it was not to be understood that the Charter was deposited in the 
College of Physicians of Philadelphia, but in its vault in the Trust 
Company. 

It was moved, seconded, and carried that the above report be 
accepted and printed in the minutes. 

The report of the Committee on Permanent Home was presented 
by Dr. J. Ewing Mears. He stated that the report agreed upon 
by the Committee had been sent out by the Secretary and placed 
in the hands of every Fellow of the Association. The Committee 
asked that the discussion on this matter be deferred until the last 
day of the meeting, in order that the Fellows might be able to see 
a property then under consideration. It was, therefore, moved and 
seconded that Dr. Mears’ request be granted. Motion carried. 

Dr. Le Conte read the following amendment to the By-Laws, 
Section XIII: “There shall be an annual assessment of twenty 
dollars payable on the first day of the session.” 

Dr. Gerrish moved the adoption of this amendment, which was 
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seconded by Dr. Ransohoff, and after discussion, the motion was 
carried. 

The Secretary announced that letters of regret had been received 
from the following foreign guests who had been invited to attend 
this meeting: Tuffer, of Paris; Antoine Depage, of Brussels;

SECOND Day, May 4—Morwninc SESSION.

“News has just been received that Dr. Howard T. Ricketts, 
while engaged in an investigation of an outbreak of Mexican typhus 
fever, has died of the disease in the City of Mexico. Dr. Ricketts 
has recently been called from the University of Chicago to the Chair 
of Pathology in the University of Pennsylvania. His death while 
engaged in investigations for the benefit of mankind calls for some 
appropriate action on the part of the Congress expressive of his 
services and heroism. 

“The President of the Congress would like as many members as 
possible from each Association to meet at 2 P.M. in the Cabinet 
Room of the New Willard, in order to take appropriate action on 
Dr Ricketts’ death,” 

The meeting then adjourned, to reconvene at two o’ciock.

On account of the absence of Dr. Coley, his paper on “End 
Results of Total Excision of the Clavicle for Sarcoma, with Report 
of a Case,” was read by title. 

Dr. C. A. Hamann then read a paper entitled “On the Simula- 
tion of Neoplasms by Inflammatory Processes,” which was dis- 
cussed by Dr. Sherman. 

Dr. Archibald MacLaren read a paper on “ Report of a Case of 
Wandering Spleen, with Twisted Pedicle, Producing a Tumor in 
the Pelvis.”” Discussion by Dr. Matas. 

Dr. William L. Rodman presented a paper on “The Diagnosis 
and Treatment of Benign Tumors of the Breast.” This was 
discussed by Drs. Estes, Carson, Ellsworth Eliot, Jr., and, in 
closing, by Dr. Rodman. 

On motion, the Association then adjourned until Thursday 
morning at 9.30. 


Tutrp Day, May 5—MorRNING SESSION. 


The Association met in Executive Session at 9.35 and was 
called to order by the President. 

The Auditing Committee reported that they had examined 
the accounts of the Treasurer and Secretary and found them cor- 
rect in every particular. It was moved and carried that the re- 
port be accepted and the accounts filed. 

The Secretary reported that, as instructed at the first Executive 
Session, a telegram expressing the regret of the society at the ill- 
ness and absence of Dr. Park had been sent, and the following 
reply had been received: ‘Dr. Park deeply appreciates the inter- 
est of the Association. ‘Temperature now normal and he is con- 
sidered out of danger.”” Signed by Dr. McGuire.

The Report of the Committee on Permanent Home was pre- 
sented by Dr. J. Ewing Mears, Chairman. Dr. Mears presented 
the following resolution: 

“ Resolved, That the report of the Committee on the purchase of 
property in the City of Washington, for a permanent home for 
the Association be accepted and the Committee discharged.” 

The resolution was seconded and carried. 

Dr. Mears then presented the following resolution: 

“ Resolved, That the subject of the purchase of property in the 
City of Washington for a permanent home for the Association 
be, and is hereby, referred to the Council for consideration and for 
such action as it may be deemed proper to take.” 

The Resolution was seconded and carried. 

Dr. Mears then addressed the Association on the subject of a 
Permanent Home, speaking in behalf of the Committee. 


‘“‘T am instructed to make a few remarks in explanation of the 
action taken by the Committee on Permanent Home. 

“T am very loath to take up the time of the Association with any 
remarks of my own, but I speak in behalf of the Committee. I 
want, for a moment, the attention of the Association to this subject. 
I am responsible for it. At Richmond I introduced the resolution 
which has been incorporated in the report and placed in the hands 
of every Fellow of the Association. I do not feel it necessary to 
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apologize for my ‘motives in so doing, and as the Chairman of the 
Committee I have labored in the past two years in endeavoring 
to accomplish what I thought was proper and desirable. The 
first year we had some correspondence and meetings, and it was 
thought desirable at the meeting in Philadelphia simply to bring 
the subject up in a short report, saying that the Committee felt 
that the subject was of such great importance that it should be 
committed to the entire Association for consideration and action. 
The Committee did not feel that it was proper for them to do any- 
thing more than to bring the Association into consultation with it 
on this subject. That was done, and the Association decided to 
publish the report which was made, and which has been placed 
in the hands of the Fellows of the Association. JI am responsible 
for that report. I submitted it to my Committee and it was 
accepted, and I feel it would probably be well to refer to one or 
two points in connection with it. 

‘“‘T need not take your time in discussing what I assume the neces- 
sity of a permanent home in this city, and, as I have expressed it 
on other occasions, the necessity and the great thing for our Asso- 
ciation to erect a temple of surgery in this city which shall com- 
memorate the deeds and work of the great founders of American 
surgery, upon the walls of which their names shall be inscribed. 
I do not consider it necessary to discuss this in detail. I do, 
however, wish to remove some feelings of misapprehension. The 
building which some of the Fellows saw yesterday is simply a 
suggestion. It was convenient, it was offered for sale, could be 
bought for a comparatively small sum, and while the Committee 
did not say it was the best building, it was thought well to take 
a building already constructed and possibly, if it had sufficient 
ground, in future to alter it. We thought that would be better 
than placing upon the Association the care and responsibility of 
buying land and of erecting a building. It goes without saying 
that, as a rule, many members of the medical profession are very 
poor business men, and therefore it would be better to do this than 
to take this responsibility of constructing a building. I do not 
want any Fellow to think that the Committee was committed to 
this special house. 

‘‘Secondly, we have said enough in the report with regard to the 
question of meeting each year in this city. There are Fellows 
of the Association who entertain different views on this subject. 
It might be well to refer to a matter of history in the life of this 
Association. In 1883, after meeting in one or two places about the 
country, it was decided to come to this city (Washington), and for 
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six years the meetings were held here, and since then it has led an 
itinerant life going from place to place. I think it is only necessary 
to refer to the experience in this very building to impress the fact 
that a public hotel is not the place for the meeting of a scientific 
body. ‘This may be considered a matter of no importance, but 
I deem it of great importance. The work of this Association can 
be better done in proper quarters. 

‘Another point. Some Fellows have been disturbed with regard 
to the finances. 

“Tt was the feeling of the Committee that the financial plan 
should be that the Fellows of the Association should be asked to 
contribute so much each one to the purchase fund, then the main- 
tenance fund should be attended to by certain Fellows, or all should 
be asked during their life time to contribute a certain sum which 
would be interest on a bequest which they would incorporate in 
their wills for the Association. Besides, it is possible in this city 
to get a ren al from any building which we may have, which would 
contribute materially to the expenses. I wish it distinctly under- 
stood that the Committee do not want to assess the Fellows for 
this building; it was: to be a contribution such as to the College of 
Physicians in Philadelphia, which, as it stands today, cost $400,000. 
This was a contribution of the Fellows and their friends. The same 
thing could be done here, but before we ask a dollar we have to 
show those who have money to give that we are helping ourselves, 
and then they will help us. 

“These are the points which the Committee thought well should 
be developed in any remarks which I should make. If you will 
permit me in leaving this subject in transferring it to the Council, 
which is a fixed body of our Association, it might be well to say 
that the Committee fully approves of.such a transfer, because a 
Committee such as ours is subject to change. 

“Finally, with Dr. Keen and one other gentleman I was present 
at the birth of this Association, and in a very humble way I have 
lent a hand in promoting its welfare and its interest. I have watched 
its development and progress in the same spirit as the great founder, 
whose statue stands in front of the Surgeon-General’s Library. 
I know how full his heart was with regard to the development 
of this Association, and in connection with it to the development 
of American Surgery. I feel that the surgeons of our country 
today owe the great founders of American surgery something. 
It is incumbent upon us in some way to commemorate the great 
work of these great men.” 

The President made the following remarks: 
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“The Chair fully endorses the feeling of the Fellows in assuring 
Dr. Mears that he has never been misunderstood by any of us in 
his statements or efforts in behalf of the Association in connection 
with this permanent home. His motives have always been appre- 
ciated. As a member of the Council I would assure him that the 
Council will give the most respectful consideration to these resolu- 
tions which he has presented. 

‘Again, I think the Chair is not misstating the situation by ex- 
pressing to Dr. Mears the very sincere thanks of the Association 
for the great interest he has taken in this matter, always looking 
after the best interests of the organization.” 

These addresses were ordered printed in the Minutes. 

The Secretary moved that a vote of thanks be given to the Adjunct 
Local Committee of Arrangements for their hospitality during the 
present session. The motion was seconded and carried. 

On motion, the Executive Session adjourned at 10.15. 


General Session. At 10.15 a Joint Session with the American 
Gynecological Society was held in the meeting room of the Amer- 
ican Surgical Association. 

The subject chosen for discussion was as follows: ‘What are 
the End Results of Surgery or Surgical Operations for the Relief 
of Neurasthenic Conditions Associated with the Various Visceral 
Ptoses; to What Extent do They Improve the Neurasthenic 
State Itself?” | 

Papers were presented by Dr. Edward Reynolds, representing 
the American Gynecological Society; and by Dr. Joseph A. Blake, 
representing the American Surgical Association. 

These papers were discussed by Drs. Clark, Richardson, Smith, 
McMurtry, Polk, Ochsner, Howard A. Kelly, Macdonald, John 
K. Mitchell, William J. Mayo, and, in closing, by Dr. Reynolds. 

On motion, the Association adjourned until two o’clock.
